Gen. White Said to Have 
Met the Boers. 


News of a British Advance 
Reaches War Office, 


Strong Columa Reconnoiters in 
Acton Homes’ Vicinity. 


Several Attacks on Mafeking End 
in Reported Rerulses. 


Heavy Storms Begin and Forage 
is Searce — Fifteen Britishere 
Killed in Attack Upon the 
Armored Train. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 14.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] An Edin- 
burgh paper, the Scotsman, 
this morning asserts that a 
battle has taken place be- 
tween Gen. Sir George 
Stewart White, commanding 
the forces in Natal, and the 
Boers who entered Natal by 
way of Van Reenan’s Pass. 
Gen. White, the Scotsman 
says, is very sanguine of the 
success of the British move- 
‘ment. The foregoing report is 
eonsidered to be correct, as 
late last night the War Office 
had news of @ British ad- 
vance from Ladysmith and 
was hourly expecting further 
intelligence. 

A dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraph from its corre- 
spondent at Ladysmith, dated 
at noon, Friday, says that a 
strong mobile column under 
Gen. Sir George Stewart 
White, accompanied by Gen. 
Sir Archibald Hunter, pro- 
ceeded before daybreak 
this morning toward Acton 
Homes for the purpose of 
reconnoitering. Gen. White’s 
object was to observe what 
was going on and also to test 
the mobility and efficiency of 
his forces. All the men are 
well and the weather is now 
fine. 3 

According to a dispatch 
from Ladysmith to the Stand- 
ard and Daily Telegraph, 
dated Thursday, heavy storms 
have begun, and forage is 
scarce on the veldt. There- 
fore nofhing is expected to 
happen for a few days, unless 
the Boers, who were reporied 
to be advancing, should 
threaten the British line of 
defense drawn from Glencoe 
Junction to Ladysmith. In 
this case, according to the 
dispatches, no apprehension 
is felt as to the result. Gen. 
White has twelve guns and 
the Boers eleven. 

The Daily Mail’s Cape 
Town correspondent tele— 
graphing Thursday evening 
says: ‘‘I learn on good au- 
thority that the Boers are at- 
tacking Mafeking. They are 
reported to have already suf- 
fered several repulses. It is 
generally admitted that Vry- 
burg cannot stand a strong 
Boer attack.’’

LONDON, Oct. 14.—According to the

escape from capture while on his way 
here. His train was delayed as he 
passed the Modder River, three hours 
after the expiration of the ultimatum, 
when the Boers were only five niles 
distant and some of their spies were 
actually on the platform. Rhodes lay 
low, and was not recognized. He be- 
lieves the strength of the eneiny is 
greatly exaggerated, and that they 
will not attack the entrenchments.

A dispatch 
from Mafeking, dated 3:22 o'clock this 
afternoon. says it is officially stated 
that the enemy will probably approach 
this afternoon or tomorrow. Parties 
will be sent to watch on all sides, and 
guns will be posted on the high,grounds 
southeast of the town, It is likely the 
enemy will shell the town for some 
hours before attempting to take it by 
assault. 

Already the Boers complain. They 
want to attend to their crops, and 
many are deserting. Meat is scarce, 
and dysentery is prevalent. If the gar- 
rison does nothing, it is probable that 
the Boers will retire, giving the garri- 
son in the mean time opportunities for 
hitting them hard. 

Information has been received from 
another source that the Boers have 
actually crossed the frontier some miles 
south of the town.

KRAAIPAN ATTACK.

The gravity of the Boer advance can 
be better estimated when it is realized 
that they will thereby cut railway and 
telegraphic communication to _ the 
north, isolating several British posi- 
tions which must be speedily relieved. 

Despite the optimistic reports of the 
ability of Mafeking to repel an at- 
tack, the greatest anxiety prevails 
here regarding the situation there, as 
it is known that the redoubtable com- 
mandant, Cronje, Who captured the 
Jameson raiders, has the strongest 
force yet put into the fleld, with the 
exception of Commandant-General 
Joubert’s force.. Cronje’s troops now 
number between 9000 and 10,000 men. 

The position in Natal has not ma- 
terially altered. The reported inroad 
of 3000 Boers by way of Tintwa Pass 
is probapiy identical with the inroad 
of the force reported yesterday as hav- 
ing crosses Van Reenan’s Pass.

Senator Davis Thinks Congres Will 
Let the President Act. 
WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] Senator Davis of Minnesota, 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, is of the opinion that Con- 
gress, at its coming session, will not at- 
tempt to establish a civil government 
for the Philippines, but will leave them 
under the control of President MecKin- 
ley, who will thus be enabled to con- 
ilitary control for an indefinite 


period. 

Senatom Davis has been in Washing- 
ral weeks, preparing for his 
in Congress. It is not certain yet 
at committees will be given juris- 
diction over affairs of the newly ac- 
quired islands, but the Minnesota Sen- 
ator has been giving especial attention 
to the study of problems involved in 
their possession by the United States. 
He has consulted with many Senators 
and Congressmen, and doubtless has 
discussed these questions with the Pres- 
ident. He occupies so influential a po- 
sition in the Senate that his opinion 
will carry great weight in determining 
government politics. While the ulti- 
mate fate of the Philippines will be de- 
termined by Congress, so long as it 
keeps its hands off President McKin- 
ley will continue to direct their govern- 
ment by virtue of his authority as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and navy. 

President McKinley is already estab- 
lishing a civil government in the mu- 
nicipalities as rapidly as possible, and 
inviting the natives to take as large a 
part as they are fitted to carry out. 
This work is progressing as well and as 
satisfactorily as though there had been 
action by Congress concerning it~ 
There is little doubt that the Presi- 
dent will be permitted to exercise su- 
preme control in the Philippines so 
long as hostilities continue, and Senator 
Davis's opinion as to subsequent action 
is of value because he has been testing 
the temper of the national legislators 
with whom he has come in contact. It 
has been suggested that commissioners 
be appointed to rule the Philippines 
somewhat after the system in use in 
the District of Columbia, but while that 
may be tried, it will probably not be 
by the coming Congress. 

Senator Davis thinks President Mc- 
Kinley will also be permitted to con- 
tinue the military government of Cuba 
indefinitely, for he believes it will be 
several years before the Cubans can 
be trusted to manage their own af- 
fairs, and maintain a stable govern- 
ment. He is confident Congress will 
take up the interests of Porto Rico 
early in the session, and provide it with 
a civil government.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

FARGO (N. D.,) Oct. 13.—Over ten 
thousand people greeted President Me- 
Kinley and his party when they arrived 
here tonight at 7:30 o'clock. Entering 
carriages, the party was driven to @ 
reviewing stand through a ‘ine of the 
First North Dakota Volunteers, whe 
recently returned from the Philippiges. 
The President was received with a wild 
demonstration of enthusiasm. 

In his address the President referred 
repeatedly to the situation in the 
Philippines. When he declared that 
the United States government would 
send 60,000 men to the Philippines € 
uphold the American flag where the 
volunteers had placed it, the crowd ap- 
proved the declaration with wild ap- 
plause. The President said in part: 

“I have come here especially that £ 
might look into the faces of the North 
Dakota volunteers who saw service in 
the battle line in Luzon. You did your 
duty and you filled my heart with joy 
when, with other volunteers and regu- 
lars, you sent me word that you would 
not quit the battle line in Luzon untij 
{ could create a new army and send it 
there. 

“You refused to beat a retreat or. 
shirk your colors in the presence of the 
enemy. No matter who wanted you te 
go home, you said: ‘We will stay and 
keep the flag stainless in the presence 
of the enemy.’ 

“No soldiers of any country ever had 
any more delicate or trying duty. 
This army of which this fragment from 
your State formed a part, remained ip 
Luzon waiting, first for the treaty of 
peace, which was Leing prepared in 
Paris, tiien 27° “s ratification by the 
Senate of the United States, then untfj 
the exchange of ratification betwee 
the United States and Spain, waiting 
through all that long period, accepting 
the insolence of the insurgents with 
dignity, because they were ordered by 
the Executive of the nation not to 
strike a blow pending the treaty of 
peace, except in defense. They ac- 
cepted, therefore, the insolenc of the 
insurgents with a patience sublime. 

“We never dreamed that the little 
body of insurgents whom we have just 
emancipated from Spain would turn 
upon the flag that had delivered them 
from Spain. Then it was that the ine 
surgent leader began to attack our 
men, and then our boys let loose. But 
I always thought the boys were quite 
ready for it. [Applause.] 

“I want to give them the credit of 
saying here, in the presence of their 
neighbors and friends, their fathers 
and mothers, that these boys forebore 
all things rather than disobey the order 
of the government they were serving. 
The leader of the insurgent forces says 
to the American government: ‘You can 
have peace if you will give us indepen- 
dence.’ Peace for independence, he 
says. He had another price than that 
for peace once before, but the United 
States pays no gold for peace. We 
never gave a bribe for peace in all our 
history, and we never will. [Applause.} 

“Our flag is there where you left it, 
you boys of the North Dakota volun- 
teers. You left it there in the hands 
of those who took your places, with- 
out blot or without stain. And wher- 
ever that standard is raised, whether 
in the Western or the Eastern Hemis- 
phere, it stands for liberty, civilization 
and humanity. Our flag stands for lib- 
erty wherever it boats. And we propose 
to put sixty thousand men behind that 
flag in Luzon to maintain the author- 
ity of the United States and for the 
glory of the republic, in the interest of 
ciyilization and humanity. We accept 


pod responsibility of duty at whatever 
cost.”’ 

Atty.-Gen. Griggs, Secretary Lo 
Secretary Gage, Secretary Hitchcock 
and Secretary Wilson and Senators 
Hansbrough and McCumber. spoke 
briefly. The exercises were limited te 
the’ speaking and the review of the 
First North Dakota Volunteers, owing 
to the lateness of the train.

GEN. MERRITT’S STRONG REPORT 
ON THE SITUATION. 


fie Arraigus the Ordnance Bureau 
and Says the System of Organ- 
{zation is Wrong—“Many Impedi- 
ments Should Be Remedied by 
Congress and the Secretary of 
War. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The annual 
report of Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, 
commanding the Department of the 
East, with headquarters at Governors 
Island, N. ¥., was made public at the 
War Department today. The report is 
a strong arraignment of the whole sit- 
uation in the artillery branch of the 
service. being particularly directed 
against the Ordnance Bureau and in- 
cidenta!lly the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment, the latter for failure to furnish 
what Gen. Merritt considers proper 
quarters at artillery posts. 

Gen. Merritt says the system on 
which the artillery is organized is 
wrong, in that the artilleryman, who; 
is held responsible for the work he has 
to do with his guns, has no voice in 
the making or selecting of them, this 
being left entirely to the Ordnance Bu- 
reau. But, he adds, since the Engineer 
Department, in the same independent 
wat, furnishes the artillerymen with 
emplacements and there has been no 
fault to find with this portion of the 
equipment, there must be something 
more than the mere system to blame 
for the unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fairs. 

gen. Merritt says he resumed com- 
mand of the department January 7 
last. since which time most of the in- 
fantry and cavalry in the department 
have been ordered on foreign service, 
leaving at present only four troops of 
cavalry and three companies of infan- 
try. He says he has no specific rec- 
ommendations to make regarding any 
one place. The officers are known to be 
intelligent, industrious and serious in 
their efforts to improve the efficiency 
of their —— 

“That the drtillery is not teday in 
an efficient condition,” Gen. Merritt 
says. “is due to causes over which ar- 
tillery officers have no control; nor can 
these impediments be removed by the 
department commanders. Some require 
the action of the Secretary of War 
and others can be remedied only by 
Congress. The needs of the artillery are 
most ably presented in the report of 
the department artillery inspector, to 
which I invite attention. I do not feel 
called upon to urge the specific reme- 
dies which he proposes, but I certainly 
coincide with the opinion he expresses, 
that the artillery is in need of reme- 
dial legislation. I deem it my duty to 
direct attention to the defects on 
which Maj. Storey treats in detail, 
and then leave the question of how 
they shall be removed to. the law-mak- 
ing authorities and their advisers. 

“Our cavalry and infantry today are 
organized on a modern basis, are 
splendidly officered and equipped and 
with supplies of food, clothing and am- 
munition, contain within themselves 
the elements of complete efficiency. 
This is not true of the artillery. The 
officers are well educated and serious, 
but their efforts are cramved by an 
imperfect orennization and responet}.i!- 
ity for the efficiency of inefficiency of 
their arm lies, not as it should, with 
themselves, but very largely in other 
quarters. 

“Elther through defects of law or 
their own inefficiency, the supply de- 
partments upon which the artillery is 
wholiy dependent, have frequently 
failed to loyally serve its interests. The 
facts that the Engineer Department. 
working under the same laws, has un- 
der its present chief, given the artillery 
no cause for complaint, would seem to 
indicate that something is wrong be- 
sides the law. — 

“This condition gives rige to the oft- 
expressed desire of the artillery for a 
chief of that arm of the service who 

would see that it is supplied with what 
it needs to he effective, but I personal'y 
have grave doubts as to this being the 
most suitable remedy, as it may result 
in adding another bureau to the War 
Department which may be as difficult 
to make efficient. 

“I Gesire, in addition, to call specia! 
attention to the following points in the 
report of the artillery inspector: 

“First—The failure of the Quarter- 
master’s Department to make timely 
provision for housing the garrisons at 
new artillery posts. 

“Becond—The necessity for providing 
at artillery posts a permanent post 
non-commissioned staff of specialists 
electrician and observer sergean's is 

“Third—The recommendation that the 
strength of the coast artil'ery be fixe 
at the number of men and officers re- 
quired to full man the guns. 

“It is observed that the 
should be inspected by the artillery of- 
ficers and the fact that the depart- 
ment commander's artillery inspector 
has no power to inspect is a patent ab- 
surdity that I suggest be disposed of at 
an early day.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The State 
Department was today notified of the 
withdrawal from Pretoria of Conyng- 
ham Greene, the British diplomatic 
agent to the South African Republic, 
and the existence of a state of war 
between Great Britain and that re- 
public. Mr. Macrum, the American 
Consul at Pretoria, has accordingly 
been instructed to undertake the care 
of the British interests in that section 
during the war. 
The notification came to the State 
Department in the shape of a note from 
Mr. Tower, in charge of the British 
Embassy, The details of the transfer 
of British interests in case of war had 
been previously arranged, so that all 
that was necessary was the dispatch of 
a brief cablegram to Mr. Macrum at 
Pretoria. This officer is the superior 
in rank to the other consular repre- 
sentatives of the United States, not 
only in the Transvaal, but in the Or- 
ange Free State, as well, and he has 
been instructed to give those officials 
the necessary directions. The only 
other consular officer beside Mr. 
Macrum in the South African Republic 
is Mr. Gordon, who sticceeded Mr. 
Manion as consular agent at Johannes- 
urg, Mr. Manion having resigned a 
few months ago. 
In the Orange Free State the United 
States is represented by Alfred Elliott, 
consular agent at Bloemfontein. He 
is an Englishman, and therefore it is 
questionable whether he will remain at 
his post in his capacity as American 
agent, or retire. In the latter case, Mr. 
Macrum will probably select some 
suitable American to take up the duties 
of consular agent. 
There is no present intention at the 
State Department to issue a proclama- 
tion of neuturality. It is customary to 
omit these proclamations until some 
ae, arises calling for their issue, 
such an emergency is not ex 
to occur in South Africa. ener 


NAVAL BRIGADE DISEMBARKING,

POSSIBLE JOINT ACTION. 


Bitter Hostility to England’s Policy 
on the Continent. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says that the 
formation of a British flying squadron 
has created surprise. It is purely a de- 
fensive measure, and was inspired by 
the bitter hostility which is displayed 
by the continental press. 

The Russian official organs ard@ fore- 
most in their threats and incitements 
to joint action against Great Britain, 
and though Germany proclaims herself 
neutral, her press is second only to the 
Russian in its denunciation of Eng- 
land’s South African policy. 

Though not believing, at present, 
that these outbursts of rancor will ma- 
terialize, the British government is 
taking timely precautions against 
eventualities. 

The difficulty and delay in mobilizing 
an army corps for South Africa Is re- 
garded as most unfortunate and cal- 
culated to induce  Britain’s enemies 
abroad to take advantage of the pres- 
ent crisis to satisfy old animosities. 

The report that the Irish members 
of Parliament who have wished suc- 
cess to the Boers were to be impeached 
for high treason is considered absurd. 
At the same time the formation of an 
Trish corps with Kruger excites violent 
resentment. The Globe, noted for its 
insensate jingolism, advises the com- 
manders of the British forces that their 
duty, should they capture any Irish- 
men among Kruger’s forces, would be 
to “shoot them like dogs.”

LETTER FRO™ KIPLING. 


Writer Believes in the Possibility 
of a Regenerated Transvaal. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Oct. 13.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} At Brighton, this evening, a 
public meeting was held under the 
auspices of the South African Asso- 
ciation in support of the government. 
The hall was crowded, over three 
thousand persons being present in 
consequence of the report that Rud- 
yard Kipling would speak. The au- 
dience before the addresses began sang 
patriotic songs. The chairman, Lord 
Talbot, at the outset, read the fol- 

lowing letter from Mr. Kipling: 

“IT see the papers have generous!y 
credited me with the intention of 
speaking at your meeting, but as I 
pointed out when the association did 
me the honor to invite me, public 
speaking is entirely out of my way. 
I need not say I am entirely in sym- 
pathy with the object of the meeting, 
and realize our country's obligation 
at this crisis to support Her Majesty's 
government unreservedly. Their de- 
mand, I take it to be, is for equa! 
rights for all white men from the Cape 
to the Zambesi; their aim the estah- 
lishment of a republic, instead of an 
oligarchy, and their vindication of the 
new regenerated Transvaal, governed 
under equal laws formed in open coun- 
ci! by free men, neither corrupted nor 
coerced, representing every interest in 
the land. These things are good and 
desirable, and I recognize that it is 


the duty of each one of us, accofding

LORD LORNE’S VIEWS.

GLASGOW, Oct. 13.—Lord Lorne was 
unable to attend the meeting held here 
tonight, but he wrote in response to the 
invitation: 

“Never had. any people more time 
to. deliberate before. acting. Patience 
has marked our acts and ignorance and 
injustice those of the Boers.

PRETORIA QUIET. 


Satisfactory Namber of Rand Mines 
are Being Worked. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PRETORIA, Oct. 12.—[By South 
African Cable. Delayed in transmis- 
sion.) There is no further news from 
Gen. Cronje’s western command. Com- 
mandant-General Joubert’s commando 
is now at Volksrust. 

Several Cape Colonists have been 
sworn in as burghers. The town is 
quiet. Postal communication with the 
surrounding colonies has been sus- 
pended, but that between the Trans- 
vaal and the Orange Free State is 
maintained. Treasurer-General de Vil- 
liers and Mr. Vanderpost of the Free 
State Raad are now here consulting 
with the government. 

The Minister of Mines reports that 
a satisfactory number of mines are 
being worked, and that the govern- 
ment will keep the shafts of aban- 
doned mines free of water in the in- 
terest of shareholders. It is reported 
that forty-six cases of gold, valued at 
£500,000, which were discovered in dif- 
ferent cantons in Johannesburg, have 
been confiscated by the government. 

Commandant-General Joubert has is- 
sued a circular from the chief laager, 
in consequence of the report that some 
of the burghers had misbehaved them- 
selves on their journey to the borders, 
plundering a number of stores. Such 
offenses, the commandant-general says, 
will be severely punished. 

“When we are unwillingly compelled 
to cross the boundary line of our coun- 
try,” says Gen. Joubert, “let it not be 
thought that we are a ‘band of rob- 
bers, and with that in view remain as 
far as possible from prfvate dwellings 
and from places where no enemy is 
stationed. When food and forage for 
the cattle is needed, let certain offi- 
cers acquire such goods from the owner, 
and let a receipt be given, with prom- 
ise of recompense by the government.” 

The Volkstein says: “Two small re- 
publics have entered upon a struggle 
with a gigantic power which wishes to 
crush them. Conquer or die is the bat- 
tle cry of the brave burghers. Thus 
will the question he solved, and the re- 
publics once for all ,will either be freed 
from provocation or will have to bend 
their necks to the yokes of British 
England’s might will not de- 
cide the issue. That rests with God 
alone.” 


BOERS’ OBJECTIVE POINTS. 


Expected to Occupy Newcastle With. 
out Resistance. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The Herald 
says that, judging from the scanty 
dispatches from the seat of war, it 
would seem that the Boer objective 
may, for the moment, be to cut off the 
British garrisons at Glencoe and Dun- 
dee. Newcastle, which is. less than 
twenty miles to the south of Laing’s 
Neck, will be occupied without resist- 
ance. Glencoe lies about midway be- 
tween Newcastle and Ladysmith, and, 
according to the information that has 
reached America, there was a strong 
British garrison there, while at Dun- 
dee, a few miles only, to the eastward, 
about five thousand men were said to 
be stationed at last advices. 

Assuming that the Transvaal Boers 
are advancing on Glencoe and Dundee 
from the north, it is quite on the cards 
that the Orange Free State force, 
which is reported to have entered Natal 
by Van Reenan’s Pass, which crosses 
the Drakenburg range midway between 
Harrismith and Ladysmith, should 
move easterly upon Glencoe, leaving 
Ladysmith on their right. This would 
expose them to a flank attack, but the 
British are not likely to assume the 
offensive until the arrival of further 
reinforcements. Combining their oper- 
ations on Glencoe and Dundee, the 
two Boer forces might be expected to 
put the British, there, in’a bad pass. 

To the west, on the Bechuanaland 
and Cape Colony frontiers, reports in- 
dicate a simultaneous Boer advance 
on Mafeking, Vryburg and Kimberley. 
In regard to Kimberley, it will be re- 
called that recent dispatches estimated 
the Orange Free State force laagered 
at Boshof, which is less than fifteen 
miles away from the diamond fields, 
to consist of 3000 men. This would 
have to be largely reinforced before 
a movement on Kimberley could be 
made. 

Lobatsi, where one dispatch says the 
Boers were preparing to cross’ the 
Bechuanaland frontier, lies forty miles 
north of Mafeking. 


Lean on England. 
fA. P. FARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—“The philosophy 
of such movements as the operations 
of England io South Africa, of the 
events being enacted in the Philippines, 
and that have been witnessed in Cuba 
and Porto Rico is that it is the destiny 
of civilization to step in and help those 
people whose conditions are needful of 
improvement,’ said United States Sen- 
ator Kyle of South Dakota, in speaking 
of the trouble between England and 
the South Afrikanders.

SHOT FIRED. 


Boer Patrol Fires on a Mail Train 
from Natal. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—A dispatch 
to the Tribune from London says that 
the first act of war was the swarming 
of the Boers across the border of 
Natal and the occupation of Laing’s 
Neck. An advance in the direction of 
Newcastlté is also reported this morn- 
ing, but is not fully confirmed. The 
British field force in Natal, under 
Gens. White and Simons, remains on 
the defensive. The main body of 
troops in Cape Colony is also station- 
ary, but a strong force has moved 
from Mafeking, in Bechuanaland, to- 
ward the Transvaal border, taking 
guns and ambulance equipment. 

This force consists chiefly of rough 
riders and crack marksmen from Bulu- 
wayo and is stiffened with the North- 
umberland Fusileers or the “Fighting 
Fifth,” regarded by Kitchener as, .on 
the whole, his best regiment. The cav- 
alry is commanded by Col. Baden- 
Powell, brother of the late Sir George 
Powell, well-known as a yachtsman, 
and the fts’antry by Col. Plumer. These 
two officers were the best on the Brit- 
ish side during the Matabele rebellion. 

This advance excites surprise and 
anxiety in the military circles of Lon- 
don, and is not understood, because 
not in line with the general defensive 
tactics which had been expected dur- 
ing the earlier stages of the British 
campaign. The ground covered is also 
the track of the ill-fated Jameson raid. 
Gen. Cronje’s force is massed in that 
quarter. Whatever may be the move- 
ments of the next few days, it is not 
believed at the War Office that either 
of the Transvaal commands occupying 
Laing’s Neck or the Free State forces, 
entering Natal through Van Reenan’s 
Pass, will make any serious advance 
against the British lines. 

The utmost that is considered possi- 
ble is a strenuous and successful at- 
tempt to cut the lines of communica- 
tion between Pietermaritzburg and 
Ladysmith or Escourt. .There is no 
idea at the War Office that either 
Durban or Pietermaritzburg is in dan- 
ger from the Boer raiders. 

The first shot of the war, it is now 
admitted, has been Before 
Kruger’s ultimatum was issued it came 
from a Boer patrol, who fired on the 
mail train from Natal. The seizure 
of a mail train in the Free State at 
Harrismith is also reported. 

The Cabinet today will arrange the 
details of the meeting of the Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Chamberlain remains deep 
in work at the Colonial Office, but his 
friends quote him as saying that his 
work is done for the present except 
in Parliament.

PREMIER SCHREINER’S APPEAL. 


Wants Cape Colony Kept from the 
Vortex of War. 
‘ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
CAPE TOWN, Oct. 13.—[By South 
African Cable.] Premier Schreiner, on 
moving the adjournment of the Cape 
House of Assembly, made a notable 
speech, in the course of which he al- 
luded to the position in which the 
Cape government was placed. He said 
he would do the duty imposed upon 
him without favor or fear—the duty of 
all—to save the colony, so far as pos- 


sible, from being involved in the vor- 


tex of war. 

In his circulars to the military com- 
manders, he had already given his 
reasons for hoping that the people 
would remain quiet, and he would ap- 
peal to the members of the Legislature 
to possess themselves in patience, how- 
ever dark the days might be, and to 
wait with quietness and confidence. 

To the press, representing both sides, 
he would appeal for pity, sympathy, 
generosity and charity, and he wished 
to appeal to the churches and to the 
natives of the colony. The time had 
not yet arrived for him to say what 
part he had played in trying to estab- 
lish peace in South Africa. That would 
come later. 

“Let this colony,’ said the Premier, 
in conclusion, ‘“‘be a kind haven during 
the storm which has burst upon South 
Africa, and let us all pray for the 
reéstablishment of an honorable peace 
throughout our beloved country.”’ 

KIMBERLEY DISTRICT. 
Rhodes Expects Mining and Fight- 
ing to Proceed Simultaneously. 

[ASSOCIATID PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 

KIMBERLEY, Oct. 12.—By Atlantlc- 
Cable. Delayed in transmission.] Cecil 
Rhodes rode out this morning. He 
says he assumes that mining and 
fighting will proceed simultaneously.

PARTY CONFINED AT BARACOA, 
CUBA, RELEASED. 


Dominicans All Show the Effects of 
Their Imprisonment—Very Bit- 
ter Against the Americans—Gen, 
Wood Recommended Their Re- 
lease. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 13.—[By 
West Indian Cable.] A party of thirty- 
two Dominicans who had been confined 
at Baracoa for two months were re- 
leased yesterday and arrived here to- 
day. They were members of the Ji- 
minez expedition, which was captured 
because its object was not concealed, 
as the members had been assured that 
the Americans were favorable to their 
movement. 

The two months spent in jail has had 
a terrible effect upon the party. One 
of the members is dead, and several 
have become invalids. 

The Dominicans are very bitter 
against the Americans, and declare 
that their imprisonment was worse 
than any Spanish outrage. Gen. Wood 
freqently recommended that they be 
released, but the authorities at Ha- 
vana prohibited such action. 


UIS MOBILIZING. 


Such is the Report Received from 
Ortiz, Mex. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

AUSTIN (Tex.,) Oct. 13.—Informa- 
tion reaching here tonight from Ortiz, 
State of Sonora, Mex., contains the 
following information with reference 
to the Yaqui Indian war: 

Military scouting parties reaching 
the military mobilization point at 
Torin, this State, today report that 
large forces of Yaqui Indians are be- 
ing mobilized at the base of the moun- 
tains to the north of that place near 
Sahuripa. It is estimated that there 
are fully 2500 Indians there at pres- 
ent, and additional arrivals are coming 
in all the time. 
the Mexican forces, numbering some 
6000 troops in all, are mobilized in or 
near Torin, and it is understood the 
object of their concentration at that 
point is to move into the Yaqui country 
at an early date, probably about the 
middle of next week, and open up a 
vigorous warfare on the Indians, with 
a view of driving them out and ending 
the war at once. 

This mobilization of Mexican troops 
has been conducted as quietly as pos- 
sible, with a view of sweeping down 
on the Indians while they are still 
scattered through the Yaqui country in 
small bands, taking them by surprise, 
and sweeping thtem off the face of the 
earth, orders having been given to 
take no prisoners. 

The scouting parties, however, state 
that the Indians have evidently been 
informed of the mobilization of troops, 
as they are mobilizing their forces also 
and are preparing to offer a formidable 
resistance to the advancement of the 
troops. At present, with 2500 men at 
their disposal, at Sahuripa, which is 
considered the key to the Yaqui coun- 
try, the Indians my be able to hold 
their own against the troops with even 
half-way fortifications. This reported 
mobilization of the Indians was re- 
ceived with some surprise by the Mex- 
ican forces, and may possibly force 
them to change their plan of action, but 
from reliable sources it is learned that 
every effort will be made to push the 
fight next week in the hope of bring- 
ing it to a speedy termination. 


Protestant Episcopal Congress.

BOLD TRAIN-ROBBERS 


UP NEAR DE KALB, ILL.

Bandits Demolish the Express Cas 
With Dynamite and Blow Open 
and Rifle the Safe—Station 
Agent Beaten, 


Special Train Rushed from Chicage 

With am Armed Posse to Pursue 
the Desperadoes — Five 

Men Engaged. 


Engineer White Shot and Seriously 
Wounded for Refusing to Obey 
the Outlaws—Amount of 

Booty Unknown. ‘ 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—The Northwest- 
ern limited train, leaving Chicago at 
10:30 o’clock last night, was held up 
not far from De Kalb, IIl., and robbed. 
The hold-up occurred at tower W, 
three miles from Maple Park, Ill, at 
about midnight. It is not known 
whether the robbers secured any 
great amount of booty. 
A special train containing a number 
of armed men and detectives left the 
Northwestern station, Chicago, this 
morning for the scene of the robbery. 
It is said there were five men engaged 
in the operation. The train was flagged 
and while two of the men compelled 
the engineer and fireman to run the 
engine ahead, the others robbed the 
train. | 
The train dispatcher’s office of the 
Northwestern Railroad, in this city, 
admitted the truth of the story to 
the central police officials. 
The robbery was evidently carefully 
planned. Twenty minutes before the 
train was due at Maple Park, the 
robbers burst into the station-house, 
and, presenting revolvers at the head 
of the station agent, compelled him td 
remain quiet while they bound him. 
After tying him fast to a chair, they 
forced a gag into his mouth and left 
him utterly helpless. The signals were 
then changed" so that the train would 
be compelled to stop before reaching 
the depot. The robbers went down the 
track to the point where the train was 
stopped and waited for it. ; 
AB soon as the train came to a halt 
two of the men covered the engineer 
and fireman with revolvers, and after 
uncoupling the engine, compelled the 
engineer to run it down the track 
two miles. They then blew up the ex- 
press car with dynamite, practically 
demolishing it and blocking the track. 
They blew open the safe and robbed it. 
Immediately after grabbing what 
they could from the safe, the robbers 
fled into the darkness. They are now 
being pursued, but the robbers have 
quite a lead over the posse that is 
after, them. 
Engineer Daniel White was shot and 
it is reported very seriously wounded 
in the breast, because he refused to 
run his engine away from the train. 
After shooting him, one of the robbers 
ran the engine down the track two 
miles to a switch, where it -was 
“killed.” It is also reported that the 
station agent was pounded and was 
left unconscious on the floor when the 
robbers went to stop the train. 
It is not Ahought his injuries are 
fatal, but it was two hours after be- 
ing assaulted before he recovered con- 
sciousness.

Great Benefit Reported in Many 
Sections—Water Supplies Re- 
Plenished and Vegetation 
Started. 


Late Hay in Some Sections Will Suf- 
fer Much Damage—Loss in Fruit 
and Vineyard Sections 
Not Large. 


Killing of Frank McAuliffe Justifi- 
able—Vicious Negro Jabs a Man’s 
Eye Out—Snowstorm at 
Truckee. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.—More or 
less rain has fallen in nearly all sec- 
tions of California today, the fall in 
this city for the past. twenty-four 
hours amounting to 1.44 inches, and in 
Los Angeles to 1.08 inches. At Fresno 
a rainstorm has been accompanied by 
a precipitation of .84 of an inch. The 
temperature is falling through the 
State, and ffosts are anticipated. At 
Yuba City, the rainfall for the storm 
was 1.17 inches. It has done some dam- 
age to late crops, but farmers can now 


begin sowing grain. 

An inch of rain has fallen at Red- 
ding, doing much good in the vicinity. 
There has been some snow in the sur- 
rounding mountains. At Chico 1.03 
inches fell and proved very beneficial 
to that section. Colusa reports a fall 
of 1.15 inches, with a promise of more. 
The storm has done good here. The fall 
at Calistoga was 1.34 inches. There 
has been no damage to grapes or other 
fruits, and stockmen are pleased at 
the bright outlook for grass on the 
ranges. Mount St. Helena is covered 
with snow, which is from six to eight 
inches deep on the peaks. . 

Over an inch of rain fell at Napa, 
injuring ungathered grapes and drying 
fruit and destroying dry pasturage. At 
Milton plowing will at once begin, over 
an inch and a half of rain having 
fallen. In Stanislaus county the rain- 
fall has been ample to insure the com- 
mencement of plowing, some gauges 
registering as much as an inch and a 
quarter. 

Showers fell at Santa Cruz all day, 
the precipitation being 2.04, and for 
the season 2.80 inches. The weather 
there was cold. In Monterey county the 
fall has averaged one and a quarter 
inches for the storm. The damage to 
cereals has been slight, and the late 
crop of sugar beets has been much 
improved. |/There was a heavy hail 
storm at San Miguel, but no harm was 
done, and at Santa Maria one and a 
quarter inches of water may injure 
beans and unthrashed grain. 

At Niles one inch of rain has fallen 
during tha season. Hay and grapes, 
both table and wine, will be damaged 
considerably. At Cayucos the fall for 
the season now amounts to 2.35 inches. 
Much damage has been done to un- 
thrashed grain. ._ .,...., 

FORECASTER’S REPORT. 
» [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.—When 
seen this morning in regard to the 
extent of the rainstorm of the past 
forty-eight hours, Forecast Official A. 
G. McAdie said: 

“Hardly a section of California, from 
San Diego north, has escaped the 
rain. In some places, particularly in 
the vicinity of San Francisco, the fall 
has exceeded 1 inch. ’ 

“Owing to the warnings sent out 
to the various fruit and vineyard sec- 
tions, the loss occasioned by the rain 
has been comparatively light to in- 
dividuals. In some remote sections 
where the weather bulletins are not 
posted, the losses may be quite heavy. 
Farmers who have let their hay re- 
main in the fields until this late day 
will doubtless suffer much loss, but 
the good derived from the precipita- 
tion will, I think, more than even up 
matters. 

“The Santa Clara, San Joaquin and 
Sacramento valleys lost but little. 
Fresno was warned in ample time for 
raisin-growers to stack their trays. 
Dairymen and cattle-ranges will be 
greatly benefited, as the rain will give 
renewed life to the grass and feed. 

“Taking it all in all, I think that 
the rain has been of great benefit to 
the State. Water supplies have been 
replenished, feed will become richer 
will generally be bene- 

ed. 


“I look for the storm to blow over 
tonight or early tomorrow, and for a 
sharp cold frost on Sunday morning 
in the northern section of the State. 
Snow has fallen in Nevada and Utah 
and in the California Sierras.” 

FRESNO JOYFUL. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

FRESNO, Oct. 13.—The rainfall for 
the storm was .14, making .44 for the 
season, with forecast for more this 
afternoon and _ tonight. Although 
nearly a month later than usual, the 
precipitation, if continued in scatter- 
ing showers, would be a boon to the 
county and will do such trifling in- 
jury to second-crop raisins as scarcely 
to call for comment. 

The prospect of an early resumption 
of the city’s electric-light and power 
supply alone offsets the damage that 
may be possibly done to few who 
negiected, after warning, to stack 
raisin trays. Pasturage will be bene- 
fited and the breaking up of the year’s 
drought is hailed with joy by stock- 
men. 

Considerable snow has fallen in the 
Sierras, and a rise in the temperature 
to melt it will help fill the upper stor- 
age reservoir of the San Joaquin Elec- 
tric Company in the mountains. Re- 

orts from the north fork of the San 
oaquin at Peckenpah’s mills are that 
there is one foot of snow. . 


TYPICAL CALIFORNIAN. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OAKLAND, Oct. 13.—The second 
rainstorm of the season broke over 
this city last night about 7:30 o’clock 
and continued with but slight inter- 
missions up to noon today. At that 
time, the sky was overcast and there 
was every indication that the storm 
had not come to a close. This was 
greatly regretted because the people 
of this city have made arrangements 
to entertain the Kansas and Montana 
regiments of volunteers tomorrow and 
a continuance of the rain would cause 
annoyance to the soldiers anu disar- 
range the plans of the several com- 
mittees of arrangements. 

The preciptation up to 7 o’clock this 
morning was .66 of an inch, which, with 
the fall of yesterday, amounting to .06 
of an inch, makes the total .72 of an 
inch for the season. Last year, the 
rain fell earlier than it has done this 
year and exceeded the fall of this year 
by 1.22 inches, the precipitation for last 
season being 1.94 inches. t 
* So far as can be ascertained in this 
county, the rain has not wrought much 


damage. Farmers and viticulturalists 
who might have been seriously affected 
by the rain had recefved an intimation 
of its approach and were able to take 
steps to protect themselves to a greater 
or less extent than they otherwise 
would have been. 

The storm was more nearly like a 
California storm than any which has 
visited this section for several years. 
It came from the southeast and though 
it ruffied the bay and estuary did no 
damage to shipping. 

DOES GOOD TO SAN JOSE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Oct. 13.—All day yester- 
day the Weather Bureau had out the 
shower flag. Now people are wanting 
to know what will happen if the 
weather man puts out the rainstorm 
flag. Judging by what came with only 
a shower flag up, it is safe to predict 
a deluge if the rainstorm flag goes up. 
There was but a little rain here yes- 
terday. Along about 9 o'clock last 
night there was a little drizzle which 
continued steadily, but no one antici- 
pated a regular winter storm. Shortly 
after 11 o'clock the drizzle increased 
to a heavy rain and by 12 o'clock water 
was falling in sheets. Never did it 
rain harder and for hours it fell. 

At 8 o’clock this morning . standard 
gauges about town gave 1.32 inches for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 10 
o’clock today. Dense clouds hang over 
the valley and the rain still comes in a 
spasmodic way, but only in mist. The 
rain caused the usual trouble to wires, 
gutters and sewers. Everything was 
flooded and reports from the mountains 
state that water is running freely there. 
It was a tremendous rain in all the 
sections surrounding San José. 

Some harm has been done, for some 
hay was still out. There were many 
grapes on the vine and the cloudy, 
damp weather means the ruin of these. 
Dry feed is ruined, but there was no 
great amount of this. Grass will start 
now. All in all the rain has done good 
for it not only clears the smoke and 
dust away, but puts out the last spark 
of fire remaining in the mountain 
forests. 

SACRAMENTO NEEDED IT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 13.—Last night 
the Sacramento Valley had a thorough 
drenching. Rain fell almost steadily 
during the entire night and up to 
nearly 10 o’clock this morning. It was 
one of the heaviest October storms the 
valley has had in a number of years. 

Rain was badly needed, particularly 
from a sanitary point of view, as there 
is considerable sickness throughout the 
valley. Some grain which was not 
housed will be damaged. There will 
also be slight damage to grapes. 

There was a heavy fall of snow in the 
mountains last night along the Ven- 
tral Pacific road, and snow has been 
falling all day at Summit. Snow is al- 
ready over three feet in depth. Rail- 
road traffic has not been interfered 
with. 

The Weather Bureau reports show 
the rainfall last night and up to 9 
o'clock this morning was 1.18 inches, 
and for this month, 1.34 inches, while 
the season’s total precipitation is i.36 
inches, as against .70 of an inch to an 
equal date last year. 


NO DAMAGE AT STOCKTON. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

STOCKTON, Oct. 13.—Rain has been 
falling here intermittently ever since 
last night, and the indications are now 
that more is to come. Thus far no 
damage has been reported, though at 
first it was believed that table grapes 
would suffer. Should the weather con- 
tinue cool, however, the damage to 
table grapes, which would be the only 
kind affected, will amount to very lit- 
tle. Warm weather would crack the 
skins and make them unsalable, Other 
varieties of grapes have been gathered. 

As yet the rain has been insufficient 
to damage hay. In most places 
throughout the county the hay is either 
baled and under cover or packed and 
watershedded. The total fall here ’or 
the storm since yesterday morning is 
.81 of an inch. Rain has been general 
in the county. Late advices are to the 
effect that beans will be injured to 
some extent.

WIND’S VAGARIES. 


Fresno Visited by Regular Eastern 
Tornado—Rain and Halil. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.! 

FRESNO, Oct. 13.—The people of 
Fresno today saw more vagaries of 
the weather than they had ever been 
treated to before, witnessing a reguiar 
tornado or eastern cyclone. [t was a 
beautiful spectacular sight, but at one 
time it was too alarming to be _ re- 
garded entirely as a pleasing spectacle. 
Many people who had never seen any- 
thing like it before did not know what 
the peculiar phenomenon was. 
Weather Observer Bolton took notes 
of the strange funnel-like revolving 
object. 

In’ speaking of it this evening he 
said: “It approached very nearly to a 
tornado—in fact, it was a tornado, but 
had not completed its formation, and 
thus did not become destructive. The 
cloud was irregular, being a funnel- 
shaped cloud of the tornado type. _ It 
followed in the path”of the thunder- 
storm in the southwest quadrant. 
When within a few miles of the west- 
ern limits of Fresno, the cloud dropped 
quite low and occasioned considerable 
alarm. As it approached nearer to 
this city it took a rapid flight up- 
ward and finally dissipated itself 
among certain masses of clouds.” 

Mr. Bolton was very anxious to ob- 
tain a photograph of the strange 
visitant in these skies but was unable 
to get a photograph of it in_ time, 
When asked if anything lika it had 
even been seen in these parts before, 
Mr. Bolton said he did not think the 


oldest inhabitant ever saw such an- 
other sight. a 


The phenomenon seen was an 
cipient tornado or what is popularly 
but incorrectly called a cyclone in the 
Eastern States. Such phenomena are 
usually accompanied by such atmos- 
pheric disturbances as were witnessed 
today. The air was surcharged with 
electricity and forked lightning 
flashed in all directions followed by 
heavy rolls of thunder. The rain came 
down in drops as big as peas and in 
the midst of nl downpour a heavy 
hailstorm occurred. 

At Mr. May’s place in West Park 
several peach trees were torn up. It 
is supposed the trees had been struck 
by lightning. Mr. Knight, living a

SNOW NEAR YOSEMITE. 


Congressman De Vries and Party 
Rescue a Frost-bitten Miner.

STOCKTON, Oct. 13.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Congressman De Vries re- 
turned to Stockton this noon, several 
days earlier than he expected to finish 
his trip through the southwestern part 
of Yosemite Valley. His party con- 
sisted of Dick Reynolds and Burdette 
Salmon of French Camp. They left 
here Sunday night. At Madera they 
took the stage to Fresno Flats, and 
then took saddle and pack animals for 
the valley. 

When they camped at Basalt Mead- 
ows, the weather was very cold, but 
the sky was clear. Next morning they 
found between one and two feet of 
snow on the ground, covering all of 
their outfit. The fall was much earlier 
than for many years, and the, only 
thing to do was to pack their animals 
and take back trail for fear the snow 
would get too deep for them. Even 
the snow on the ground obliterated the 
trails, and as they were unprepared 
for travel in the snow, they had no 
easy time getting out. 

On the way out the party rescued 
Ss. J. Beck, a well-known miner, who 
had been prospecting 4n the mountains 
and had been caught by the storm on 
his way out. When the Congressman’s 
party found Beck he was almost over- 
come with the cold and did not regain 
the full use of his powers until the 
party was back in Fresno Flats, where 
tie was cared for at the hotel.

SNOW IN TRUCKEE, 


Biggest Storm in Over Fifty Years. 
Fears for Stock. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]

Some of the dairymen are 
hauling hay to their stock but the sup- 
ply is limited and thousands of cat- 
tle and sheep must perish soon if the 
storm continues. 


DECLARATION BY MILIS. 


Experts Hickox and Gampel Declare

OVER AN INCH OF RAIN 


IT CAMB DOWN YESTERDAY, AXD 
MORE MAY FOLLOW, 


All Southern Californin Reccives a 
Good Drenching — Preparations 


Made Yor It and Little Damage 
Done—Storm at Sen. 


If the Weather Bureau forecast for 
today is fulfilled the rainstorm which 
has been deluging the entire State wil! 
not be over in this vicinity before this 
evening. The weather man predicted 
showers for last night and this morn- 
ing, with clearing weather this even- 
ing.. There is even a possibility that 
the clearing weather will only be tem- 
porary, for yesterday afternoon the 
storm was central near San Fran- 
cisco, and was moving south on ac- 
count of high barometric pressure to 
the east of that city, which had a 
tendency to arrest the progress of the 
storm toward the east. If he move- 
ment continues in this direction, Los 
Angeles may have a wet Sunday. 

The rain of yesterday began falling 
shortly after 5 a.m., and continued 
until nearly noon. At first it was a 
steady shower, not heavy enough to 
cause all of the water to flow off the 
surface into the natural drainage chan- 
nels, but later the size of the drops in- 
creased, and for several hours there 
were frequent heavy downpours, which 
flooded the streets throughout the city 
from curb to curb. Most of the cul- 
verts and even the large storm drains 
were too small to accommodate the 
flow, and hours after the rain had 
ceased torrents of water were flowing 
down the streets which drain large 
areas of the city. Between 5 a.m. and 
noon 1.02 inches of rain fell. Then the 
Skies cleared, and from noon until 
after midnight there was hardly a 
cloud to be seen. 

The total precipitation for the storm 
up to last midnight, and also for the 
season, for there have been no other 
rains, except a trace, since the begin- 
ning of autumn, was 1.45 inches. 


HEAVY IN THD COUNTY. 


Heavy as was the rainfall in the 
city, some of the county points re- 
ceived a heavier drenching. In the 
mountains the rain continued all day, 
and until sunset the heavy clouds 
could be seen hanging over the higher 
ranges, hiding the tops of the peaks. 
The floods of water from the mountain 
tops throughout the day showed that 
heavy rain was falling there while the 
valleys were clear. 

At Pomona the gauge at the South- 
ern Pacific depot registered .72 of an 
inch, making the total for the storm a 
fraction under 1.70 inches. 

In the San Gabriel Valley the rain 
continued until date in the afternoon. 
The San Gabriel River was flowing be- 
tween 800 and 1000 inches of water yes- 
terday at noon, and the rain in the 
mountains will increase this flow. 
Plenty of water is assured for weeks 
to come for use by the electrical com- 


Nearly three feet of snow is reported 
on the mountains north of Azusa. 
STORM AT LONG BEACH. 

One of the worst storms that ever 
visited that town prevailed all day at 
Long Beach. There was a howling 
south wind, and a rough sea. The float 
at the end of the pleasure wharf was 
blown ashore, destroying a portion of 
the wharf. The sailboat Elk dragged 
her anchor and was smashed’ to 
splinters in the surf. Other small craft 
have been damaged. Rail fell until an 
hour after noon. 

GALE AT REDONDO. 

At Redondo the rain kept falling till 
shortly before noon. The vessels 
moored at the wharves put out extra 
lines and rode the gale without acci- 
dent. The schooner Jennie Stella, which 
lost her bowsprit and jibboom by the 
steamer Coos Bay colliding with her last 
Tuesday night, lay at the same 
anchorage where the collision occurred, 
and seemed to suffer no damage from 
the heavy seas. 


ORANGE COUNTY. 


Rain began falling again in the Santa 
Ana Valley Thursday night, and yes- 
terday it came down in torrents. The 
precipitation for the storm now aggre- 
gates 1.90 inches, and for the season 
2.32 inches. 

At Anaheim the rain continued until 
nearly 3 p.m., almost 2 inches falling 
during the day. The roads between 
Anaheim and Orange were converted 
into small rivers, and the small 
streams, from which all of the water of 
the day before had not disappeared, 
overflowed their banks in many places. 
No serious damage is reported. In 
some places fences were washed away. 

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 

In the city of Santa Barbara the 
rainfall yesterday amounted to .97 of 
an inch, making nearly 1.30 inches for 
the week. Last night every sign pointed 
to a continuation of the storm. While 
the damage to crops throughout the 
county, reported at Santa Barbara, has 
been considerable, it has been ascer- 
tained that first reports were unrelia- 
ble, and that the loss, even under the 
most unfavorable circumstances, will 
not be as great as was at first esti- 


On the second range of mountains 
north of Santa Barbara, there was a 
heavy fall of snow yesterday morning, 
the depth near the summit of the range 
being several feet. 

In the Santa Ynez Valley the rainfall 
was lighter than in any other part of 
the county. 


SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


‘At San Diego the weather was 
showery all morning, with a high wind, 
which at 11 o'clock was blowing at the 
rate of twenty-three miles an hour, 
causing a heavy sea. A heavy rain- 
storm burst at 1:50 p.m., and the wind 
continued unusually nigh. No damage 
to shipping or buildings was reported. 
The raisin-growers in El Cajon Valley 
had prepared for a rain, but the in- 
tensity of the storm was greater than 
many of them anticipated, and a part 
of the crop will be damaged. 

At Coronado there were frequent light 
showers during the morning, followed 


The wind was in the right direction 
to soon lash the choppy sea into huge 
rollers, the boom of which against the 
beach could be heard at.a great dis- 
tance.

Rain commenced falling at Ventura 
early yesterday morning, descending in 
torrents sx veral hours, the precipitation 
amounting to 1.35 inches, making for 
the season 1.55 inches. It is estimated

TOBACCONISTS TO UNITE. 


Fear Free Admission from Cuba and 
the Ptrilippines. 
DIRECT WIKE TO THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An effort is being made to 
unite the tobacco interests of the 
United States against the possible free 
admission of the weed from Cuba and 
the Philippines, in event of the an- 
nexation of those islands. A strong 
appeal has already been formulated in 
New England and placed in the hands 
of a Congressional delegation from that 
section of the country. The appeal 
points out that the small cost of pro- 
duction in Cuba and the Philippines 
could, if the tariff wall were removed, 
ruin the domestic industry. 

Those who are interested in the va- 
rious branches of the industry have 
been anxiously waiting the trend of 
events, and are preparing for an active 
fight. They say, however, that it will 
be next to impossible to unite the va- 
rious interests in a common, concerted 
fight, and admit that on that account 
their cause will suffer. Vice-President 
Cobb of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany says that the admission of cigars 
free from Cuba and the Philippines 
would lead to the closing of all the do- 
mestic factories. 


DEWEY AS A MASON. 


ADMIRAL LAYS A CORNER-STONE 
AT NORTHFIELD, VT. 


Institution Where He Received His 
Earliest Military Training to 
Have a Memorial Hall—Senator 
Depew Delivers an Address. 
Pablic Reception at Boston. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

NORTHFIELD (Vt.,) Oct. 13.—Ad- 
miral Dewey today laid the corner- 
stone of Dewey Hall, which is to be a 
part of Norwich University, the insti- 
tution in which the admiral received 
his earliest military training. The ad- 
miral was escorted from his train to 
the university by the Norwich Univer- 
sity Cadets and the First Regiment, 
Vermont National Guard. 

Admiral Dewey spread the mortar, 
and as the corner-stone was lowered 
said: “I now declare this stone duly 
and truly laid, and according “to my 
wish.” 

Senator-elect Chauncey M. Depew of 
New York delivered the address of the 
day. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Depew’s ad- 
dress, Admiral Dewey held a reception 
for a short time. He left for Boston, 
where a public reception will be held. 


COMPETING STEAMSHIPS. 


Some Lively Rate-cutting by Central 
American Companies. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.}] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama says that the 
competition _between_the Pacific Mail 
and the Pacific Steam Navigation and 
the South American Steamship com- 
panies has begun in earnest on the 
Central American coast route, the pas- 
sage rates having been reduced by the 
first-named company 50 per cent. from 
Panama to Ocos, in Guatemala, and 
all intermediate points in Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Honduras and Salvador. 
The other two companies, which work 
conjointly, have reduced the rates 25 
per cent. for the same ports. 

It is rumored that they propose run- 
ning next month to San Francisco also, 
when the competition will become live- 
lier, as the German line from Ham- 
burg, touching South Pacific and Cen- 
tral American ports, to San Francisco, 
is already in the field.

“GIVE ME BACK MY BOY.” 


C. W. JACKSON STILL. SEARCHING 
FOR HIS WIFE AND SON, 


Police Find the Alleged Abdactor, 
bet He Professes tgnorance of 
the Whereabouts of the Missing 
Woman and Child. 


C. W. Jackson, the San Diego man 
who has lost his wife and little son, 
whom he believes to be hiding in this 
city./came in contact yesterday with 
thg*man whom he accuses of alienating 
his wife's affections, but he has not 
yet found his family. 

Shortly before 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, @ man named Morris, who 
is a brother-in-law of Jackson and 
lives in San Diego, walked up to OfMf- 
cer Tyler at Spring and First streets) 
and pointed out a man whom he re-' 
quested the officer to arrest on the 
charge of abduction. Tyler hailed the. 
alleged abductor and requested him 
to take a walk to the Police Station. 
The man“ complied with the request, 
and accompanied the officer and Mor- 
ris into the presence of Capt. Roberts, 
who immediately referred them to 
Deputy District Attorney “Chambers. 

Arrived at Mr. Chambers’s office, 
Morris told that official that the man 
who was under detention had run away 
with the wife and son of ©. W. Jack- 
son, and he requested that a com- 
plaint be issued against the culprit for 
the abduction of the boy. Mr. Chambers 
took the view that if Mrs. Jackson had 
left San Diego of her own free will 
and taken her boy with hera there 
had been no infraction of the law, and 
he could issue no complaint. | 

The man against whom the accusa-. 
tion was made gave the name of O.) 
Hosley. He said he was a dealer in 
livestock, and gave his address as No. 
231 North Broadway, when in this 
city, or No. 1722 First street when in 
San Dieco. He said he left San Diego 
last Sunday and declared that he did 
not know anything about the where-. 
abouts of Jackson's wife and child. 

As there were apparently no grounds 
upon which Hosley could be lawfully 
detained, he was allowed to take his 
departure, but on the stairway he met 
Jackson, the deserteti husband. An. 
animated scene ensued. 

“Give me back my boy and you may 
keep the woman,” exclaimed Jackson. 
Hosley denied that he knew where 
the woman or child were hiding ‘I 
have troubles enough of my own and 
am not responsible for your family,” '! 
Hosley replied, in substance, to Jack- 
son's accusations. 

Hosley returned to Mr. Chambers's | 
office in company with Jackson, where 
the latter told his troubles to the 
Deputy District Attorney, and asked 
for a complaint against the alleged 
abductor of his wife and child. Mr. 
Chambers, as before, could see no 
reason for legal interference, and in- 
formed Jackson that he would have 
to adjust his grievance with Mr. Hos- 
ley as best he could without the aid of 
the law. 

The two men adjourned to the ante- 
room of the Deputy District Attorney's 
office where they held an animated 
conversation in the presence of Police 
Sergt. Smith, who stood by to see 
that no violence was done. Hosley 
showed great indignation at being de- 
tained on such a charge. He had in- 
tended to start for San Diego at 2 
o'clock, but missed his train on ac- 
count of his enforced detention. 

“Come with me to my room and 
we'll talk this matter over, but if you 
bring that thing with you,” said Hos- 
ley, pointing to Morris, “there'll be 
trouble.”’ 

Jackson and Hosley thereupon left 
the Police Station in other's 
company for further conference, while 
Morris slunk away alone. 

Hosley, when seen at the Clifton 
House list evening, reiterated that he 
knew nothing whatever of the where- 
abouts of Jackson's family, and de- 
clared that he considered it a great 
outrage to be detained on such a base- 
less charge. He expressed his con- 
tempt for Jackson’s brother-in-law, 
Morris, who had pointed him out to 
the police, but spoke rather kindly of 
Jackson, for whom he seemed to har- 
bor sympathy. 

“I promised Mr. Jackson that 
would assist him all I could to find 
his family,” said Hosley, “but I know 
no more of their whereabouts than he 
does. I do not care to say anything 
about the domestic troubles which have | 
resulted in this unhappy situation.” 

Jackson, who has been an employé') 
of the W. P. Fuller Company at San | 
Diego, separated from his wife several | 
months ago. He accuses Hosley, who 
has been separated from his own wife 
for about two years, with alierfition 
of Mrs. Jackson's affections. When 
Mrs. Jackson left her husband’s bed 
and board she went tolive with her 
sister, Mrs. M. M. Marks in San 
Diego. When Jackson went to San 
Francisco several weeks ago he left 
his little son in the custody of his 
mother. When he returned to San 
Diego several days ago he learned that 
Mrs. Jackson had come to this city 
with the boy last Monday. She left 
word with her sister that she intended 
to keep the lad and would never re- 
turn to San Diego. Jackson surmised 
that she had followed Hosley to this 
city, and he lost no time in coming 
here to recover his boy, if he could. 

At last accounts the woman and 
child had not yet been found.

ALLEGED EXTORTION. 


OFFICER MUGNEMI CHARGED WITH 
TAKING A BRIBE. 


Saloon-keeper Admits Having Gives 
Magnemi Money, bat Refused te 
State What For—The Lattes 
Claims That it Was a Loan, 


A rumor was current yesterday that 
Joe Mugnemi, a special police officer 
and a deputy under Constable Yonkin, 
had accepted a bribe of $15 from Emil 
Castellano, proprietor of the Washing- 
ton saloon on North Malin street, op- 
posite the plaza. 

It was charged that the money Ww.

When Mugnemi heard of the matter 
he became wildly excited, and denied 
that he ever had anything to do with 
Castellano in the manner indicatéd, 
He was emphatic in his assertion that 
he had never received any money from 
the saloon-keeper. Last night he in- 
sisted on the newspaper reporters 
a policeman accompanying him to the 
saloon in order to investigate the mat- 
ter. It had been reported that Cas- 
tellano had admitted giving Mugnemi 
the money. 

When Castellano was visited last 
night, Mugnemi asked him, in the pres- 
ence of the other witnesses, if he had 
made the assertion credited to him. 
Castellano acknowledged that he had 
made the statement, and again as- 
serted that he had given Mugnemi $15, 
but declined to say for what reason. 
When pressed by Mugnemi to tell what 
the money was for, he said that he did 
not care to discuss the matter further. 
On leaving the place Mugnemi stated 
that the money which he received was 
an ordinary loan, and that he had since 
repaid $5 of the amount, leaving & 
balance of $10 which he owed Cas 
tellano. 

The saloon-keeper made the asser- 
tion that on last Monday forenoon one 
of the police detectives called on him 
and urged him to sign an affidavit to 
the effect that he had paid $15 to Con- 
stable Brown In order to secure im- 
munity from prosecution on a charge of 
violating the Sunday-closing ordinance. 
He says he told the detective that he 
could not do so, as it would be untrue. 
Constable Brown, accompanied by 
Deputy Brakesuhler, called on Cas- 
tellano Thursday night In regard to the 
matter. Castellano assured them that

STANDING TOGETHER. 

The Boer ultimatum has had one ef- 
fect which will not be very beneficial 
to the Boers and burghers of the 
South African republics which have 
gone to war against Great Britain. It 
has served to unite Englishmen, al- 
most as one man, in support of the 
imperial government in the prosecution 
of the war. Prior to the issuance of 
this insolent ultimatum, there was 
much division of sentiment in England 
over the South African question. While 
the feeling very generally prevailed 
that English subjects were treated 
with great injustice, both in the Trans- 
vaal and in the Orange Free State, 
opinion was greatly divided as to the 
best and most practical means of re- 
dress, many advocating war and many 
believing that the desired ends could 
best be attained by a policy of con- 
cession and conciliation. But all this 
has been changed by the defiance and 
insult flung in the face of England by 
the Boer government. There has been 
a sudden (flickering out of the senti- 
ment in favor of conciliation and con- 
cession, and a sudden flaming up of 
the war-spirit, which bodes ill for the 
antagonists of Britain. 

The men of England, with a few un- 
important exceptions, stand shoulder 
to shoulder in support of their govern- 
ment in the impending crisis. Now 
that the die has been cast, our English 
brethren are patriotic enough to forget 
their mere differences of opinion, and 
to remember only that their country 
is menaced by armed foes, and that 
their foremost duty as citizens, under 
such circumstances, is to give moral, 
financial and physical support to the 
government, whether its policies and 
methods coincide with their private 
views in every respect or not. The 
time for discussion—for the exploita- 
tion of individual opinions—is past, and 
the time for action has come. To make 
the action effective, Englishmen should, 
and will, stand loyally by their gov- 
ernment. There will, as a matter of 
course, be a few ‘‘copperheads’—a few 
British Atkinsons and Bryans—but the 
great mass of the English people will 
support the government with loyalty 
and enthusiasm. 

It should be the same, and to a con- 
siderable extent it is the same, in the 
United States as in England. Our 
government is face to face with a 
serious crisis in the Philippines. We 
have our whiners kickers—our 
Atkinsons and our Bryans—but the 
great majority of the American people 
are loyal to their government and 
their flag, as will be amply and unmis- 
takably demonstrated when  oppor- 
tunity for demonstration is afforded. 
The time for discussing plans and 
policies is not while our flag is menaced 
by armed foes. At such a time, every 
loyal citizen should cease to be a par- 
tisan and be solely and simply an 
American, so far as the Support of the 
government is concerned. After the 
‘armed enemies of our flag shall have 
been subdued, we can discuss plans and 

policies relating to the future of our 
island possessions. The present is no 
time for talk or action against the 

government. 


THE NEED OF STORM DRAINS. 

The dwellers on some of the streets 
of Los Angeles had an opportunity yes- 
terday to show whether they are of 
the stuff of which a Funston is made. 
In many places it was swim or stay at 
home—all of which leads up to the 
question of storm drains with a most 
vigorous lead. Although yesterday's 
rain was not extraordinarily heavy, 
portions of some of the main business 
streets were almost impassable, and 
there were streets in the residence dis- 
trict absolutely so. This city needs 
at once a system of storm drains of 
sufficient capacity to carry off the 
water which falls during heavy rain- 
storms, beneath the surface, instead of 
allowing it to flood the thoroughfares, 
to the distress of the public which has 
to be on the streets, and to the de- 
struction of property in subterranean 
areas. The fact that we do not have 
rain all the year round in California 
makes it none the less important that 
the surplus rainfall should be so dis- 
posed of as not to be a nuisance. The 
question of storm drains is one that 
should havé early attention at the 
hands of the city authorities. It Is a 
question that is imperatively urgent, 
and the urgency was exemplified yes- 
terday in a manner plain to the most 
dull understanding. Every part of the 
city of Los Angeles must be made 
passable from street car to curb at all 
seasons of the year, in order that chil- 
dren may. go to school; that men and 
women may reach their places of busi- 
ness, and that the populace may not be 
compelled to grow webfeet in order 
that it may meander about the high- 
ways and byways of the town without 
sinking beneath the rolling waves. 


A DAMPER ON ENTHUSIASM. 

A most extraordinary suit has been 
commenced in San Francisco on the 
part of two members of the First Cal- 
ifornia Regiment and one member of 
Battery A, California Heavy Artillery, 
against the members of the Executive 
Council, which had charge of the re- 
ception and entertainment of the Cali- 
fornia Volunteers. The 
states that upward of $60,000 was col- 
lected and about $20,000 disbursed, 
leaving about $40,000 on hand. Allega- 
tion is made that the Executive Council 
threatens to spend the money for the 
erection of a memorial arch at the en- 
trance of Golden Gate Park, &@ monu- 
ment for the soldiers, a fund for the 
permanent advantage of the munici- 
pality, and a college or school to be 
known as tbe Soldiers’ Memorial. 
The committee, on its part, denies that 
it has ever thought of or discussed the 
question of doing any of these things; 
that the complaint fairly reeks with 
mean and contemptible falsehood, and 
that it was conceived in cowardice by 
malignant persons who have not as 
yet been uncovered. The committee 
states that it has never handled a cent 
of the funds collected, but that they 
are in the exclusive control of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of which Mayor 
James D. Phelan is the chairman. The 
proceedings are certainly extraordi- 
nary, for something like 500 of the most 
reputable and respectable citizens of 
San Francisco are attacked in this 
complaint by three obscure discharged 
soldiers, who, it would seem, are being 
made catspaws of. Nothing more seri- 
ous is likely to result from the suit

A Few Practical Suggestions from 
an Experienced Irrigator. 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 12.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] I Mstened to J. 
B. Lippincott, hydrographic surveyor, 
and others on forest preservation at 
the June convention in this city. I 
approve of their ideas of government 
control of the water. The Irrigation 
Congress, started some years ago, has 
kept steadily working along these lines 
and has accomplished a large amount 

of good. 

Now comes a movement from North- 
ern California. San Francisco sends 
a delegation to our city inviting us to 
meet at a convention to be held in 
San Francisco to consult and arrange a 
plan of procedure, to which we should 
respond. The time is ripe for some ac- 
tion on the part of the government. 
There are about 300,000 acres of govern- 
ment land in San Diego county, as 
rich and fertile as any in the world. It 
is another River Nile proposition, and 
almost every one has read of its great 
fertility. This land is made up of 
sedimental deposits from the great 
Colorado River, and is know as the 
Salton Basin or river bottom. 

I have been down there several times. 
On one trip after the overflow, and one 
watering, I gathered a careless weed 
which measured 27 inches in circum- 
ference at the ground and was 12 feet 
high, such a weed as grows in our 
damp corn lands here measures two or 
three inches at the ground. ‘ . 

I consider this Colorado River one of 
the best irrigation plants in California 
for water supply; its highest water is 
in June, July and August, just when 
water is needed most in Galifornia. The 
reason for this is its source is up in 
the mountains, where the melting 
snow and summer stdrms give an 
abundant water supply. very time 
the land is irrigated it is fertilized by 
the large amount of gedimefit in the 
water: This land jany traps 
grown in Southern California. 

Now I suggest the government build 
a large canal to irrigate these lands, 
and then divide it up into small tracts 
and sell them to actual settlers at a 
price sufficient to pay the expense, then 
turn it over to the settlers to manage. 
In five years the whole tract could be 
sold, as every one knows what such 
land and water can produce. I think 
this canal could be built for a million 
or a million and a half dollars, which 
would bring the price within the reach 
of the would-be settler. In building 
this canal a great water power could 
be created at Yuma. We don’t have 
to build expensive storage reservoirs; 
we have the water and a great quan- 
tity of it. The government can’t make 
a mistake in putting the water on this 
land, and I think our Congressmen and 
Senators should set the project § in 
motion; or perhaps the State would be 
the proper one to move in it. The San 
Francisco delegation, when here, gave 
us many good suggestions: one was 
that the drought cost California $40,- 
000.000 in 1898. Now if we had been 
well, prepared with reservoirs to save 
the water and utilize all the flowing 
water we would not have lost more 
than half that amount. 

Experience has taught us that pri- 
vate capital to build large irrigation 
plants has not been successful.

TWENTY YEARS 
ON THE WARPATH. 


‘BY FREDERIC VILLIERS,

V.—OPENING THE BALL IN | 
EGYPT. 


Men who today are still middle-aged 
cannot have forgotten how Arabi, the 
Egyptian, began to figure as a great 
national leader in the Land of the 
Pharaohs in the early months of 
1882, and how an outbreak of fanat- 
icism among his followers caused the 
memorable massacre of Europeans in 
Alexandria on June 11, of that year. 

I had received orders to repair 
promptly to the scene of the disturb- 
ance on behalf of the Graphic. I lit- 
tle thought at the time that the in- 
cident in the famous historic Egyptian 
port would be the indirect cause of 
sundry campaigns in and about the 
valley of the Nile, the vicissitudes of 
which it would be my good fortune to 
share with the gallant soldiers of our 
beloved and revered sovereign. 

Since that little flare-up some four- 
teen years ago set Egypt ablaze and 
ignited the Soudan, seven distinct 
campaigns have taken place in that 
country, which practically finished 
with the great victory at Omdurman 
last year. Yet as the eyes of the 
world, and especially the British 
world, are turned once more to the 
valley of the-Nile, for the final crush- 
ing of the Khalifa’s power, I think a 
few recollections and personal experi- 
ences during previous Egyptian cam- 
paigns may be of some interest to the 
public. 

When I landed in Alexandria in 
June, 1882, Arabi Pasha, the Egyptian 
patriot and commander-in-chief of the 
Khedivial army, had just entered the 
town with a strong force of infantry 
to restore order and protect the prop- 
erty of Europeans. Nevertheless, Eu- 
ropeans had very little confidence in 
Arabi, and were leaving the port daily 
with their goods and chattels to seek 
safety on board ships in the harbor. 
The soldiers whom Arabi commanded 
were a slip-shod, musket-nursing set, 
and lacked the discipline and smart- 
ness of their British-officered brethren 
of today. In those days a fellah sol- 
dier calmly seated on a chair. bor- 
rowed from an adjacent shop, sewing 
buttons on his uniform, while on 
sentig@-go, or standing bootless in his 
sentry-box to keep his feet cool, was a 
— sight in the streets of Alexan- 


a. 

Yet withal the Egyptian soldier was 
cleanly in his attire, sparkling with 
metal buttons on his dazzling white 
tunic, and also picturesque in color, in 
virtue of his deep red fez, in tone with 
the olive-brown of his countenance. 

But in those days sewing buttons on 
his tunic was about the only martial 
accomplishment in which he excelled. 
Still, the populace feared him, and Al- 
exandria was tranquil till the morning 
of July 11, just one month after the 
bloody massacre, when avenging Brit- 
ish shells began singing through the 
air. Long before this date things had 
become excessively uncomfortable. in 
the town. The flight of the terror- 
stricken Europeans 
very insolent, and the hotel accommo- 
dation suffered from lack of service and 
scantiness of food. I was therefore 
glad when the commander of Her 
Majesty’s gunboat Condor, whom I had 


luck on board his ship, suggesting in 
his cheery way that it might be safer 
and even more comfortable than quar- 
ters in the town.

If this story were true surely there 
was no man in the service fitter to do 
this delicate work than Beresford, for 
his gallantry to all ladies in distress 
was proverbial.

And I often think that if the present 
Khedive of Egypt, Abbas, only knew 
what anxiety and trouble he in his 
infancy gave us, regarding his personal 
safety and welfare, he probably would 
possess a more friendly regard for the 
country to which, from his eareliest 
childhood, he owes so much. 

About two hundred yards from the 
palace, at the beginning of the narrow 
isthmus on which stands the lighthouse 
of Ras-el-tin, was apparently a gi- 
gantic mushroom, with its white top 
glistening in the strong glare of the 
sun. The commander of the Condor 
always had a very great regard for this 
suspicious object, for it was the cover 
to the only dangerous piece of ordnance 
that Arabi might possess when the rup- 
ture with the British fleet took place, 
a breech-loading, quick-firing gun in 
barbette, and could be raised and low- 
ered, and therefore capable of a 
plunging fire. 

Beresford was, however, equal to any 
trouble that might arise from this bat- 
tery by converting the shore side of the 
Condor into a temporary ironclad, by 
dressing her in chain armor. Every 
scrap of spare iron and chain on board 
were hung over her bulwarks, giving 
her a rakish list to starboard. Day and

Here we would en- 
joy our evening meal, eating our fish 
_and meat, when tomorrow, at the same 
hour, we might be meat for the fishes, 
for each day’s dawn brought us nearer 
to a rupture that would set the ships 
blazing at the forts, and the forts blaz- 
ing at the ships. This event came to 
pass rather sooner than we expected, 
and I happened to be the indirect cause 
of precipitating the inevitable affray. 

I had landed one morning at the 
Marina, when I met a smart, enter- 
prising Scotchman, a storekeeper of 
Alexandria, who supplied the British 
fleet with fresh beef and coal. He was 
full of some important news, which he 
presently imparted to me. Arabi 
Pasha, he said, had defied the ultima- 
tum sent in by the British admiral, by 
mounting additional guns in the forts. 
This was important news, for Sir Beau- 
champ Seymour had intimated to the 
Egyptians 


any guns were | 


mounted after a certain date he would 
regard the act as a casus belli, and the 
British ships would immediately resort 
to bombardment. 

“What are your prodfs,”’ I asked 
Rose, “that Arabi has thus defied the 
admiral?”

hurried to the address given me, 
and with the assistance of a telescope, 
from a balcony overlooking the water, 
I sketched the cannon that had been 
dragged into position during the night 
and had been deserted by the gunners 
as soon as daylight discovered their 
movements. I returned to the carriage, 
drove straight to the Marina, and 
rowed out to the Condor and informed 
the commander, who promptly carried 
the tidings to the admiral. ~An officer, 
disguised as an Arab: boatman; was 
sent to corroborate my information, 
and eventually the order was given 
for the British ships to clear for action. 

During the day all available canvas 
had been got out and draped round the 
inboard of the ship’s bulwarks. Ham- 
mocks had been slung round the wheel 
to protect the steersmen from splinters. 
The mainmast was lowered, the bow- 
sprit run in, and the Gatling in the 
maintop surrounded with canvas. 
Even ‘the idlers who constituted the 
engine-room artificers, stewards and 
odd hands on board, were continually 
practiced in drill. 

Nothing, in fact, was left to the mor- 
row, but oiling the racers of the guns 
and sanding the decks to lessen the 
chance of slipping, by giving a firmer 
grip to their bare feet when the men 
worked the muzzle-loaders. J 

Shortly, before sunset on the. follow- 
ing day, Lord Charles Beresford, who 
had been in close consultation with the 
admiral on board the flagship, returned 
to the Condor, at once called the crew 
together, and, from the bridge, gravély 
addressed them to this effect: 

“My men, the admiral’s orders to the” 
Condor are to keep out of action, to 
transfer signals, and to more or less 
nurse her bigger sisters, if they get 
into trouble.” Eloquent groans burst 
from the men. “But,” continued Beres- 
ford, “if an opportunity should occur,” 
and he (their commander) rather had 
an idea that it would, “the Condor was 
to take advantage of it and to prove 
her guns.” The crowd of upturned 
faces listening to these significant re- 
marks now shone with satisfaction in 
the ruddy after-glow of the sunset, 
and then Lord Charles added: “No 
matter what happened, he was confi- 
dent that they would give a good ac- 
count of themselves and their smart 
little hip.” To see the gleams in their 
eyes, who could doubt but within them 
beat hearts as stout asin those hearts 
of oak of the grand old days? 

Never shall I forget the last meal 
on board the Condor before the fight- 
ing commenced. The commander of 
the vessel had invited the captains of 
oe French, German and American 
ships to dinner, and a right jovial lit- 
tle party we made on deck. How 
peaceful the city looked as the glori- 
ous moon lit up its mosques and mina- 
rets! “Ah, by this time tomorrow,” T 
reflected, “that peaceful city may be 
in ashes, or yonder fleet calmly shad- 
owing the sparkling waters may be 
at the bottom of the harbor!” But 
soldiers and sailors were too busv and 
light-hearted to think of what tomor- 
row might bring. We were all very 
There was but one 


reason of his melancholy was that he 
would have no opportunity of distin- 
guishing himself the next day, since his 
government had decided to keep out of 
trouble, and had politely refused the 
British invitation to join In the enter- 
prise. 

Characteristic speeches were made 
by the guests. The American said 
many good things, but .one T shall al- 
wavs remémber. “Well, Beresford,” 
said he, “I guess T should just like to 
be waltzing around with von tomorrow. 
Aropping a shell in here and there, and 
I know’’—pointing at the German can- 
tain—“that I am expressing the senti- 
ments of that Dutchman yonder when 
T say that he would like to do the 
same.” 

The German arose in his wrath. grew 
red in the face, then saw the joke, sat 
down again. and we all burst out 
laughing. It’s a common thing in 
America to call a German a Dutch- 
man, but in Germany it is not advis- 
able to try it on with a Prussian officer, 
naval or military. 

The Frenchman was quite pathetic 
at parting, pressed the hand of his 
host and sorrowfully said: 

“M. le Capitaine, it is the fault of my 
government that I am absent tomor- 
row. But if Iam not with you in body 
I shall be with you in spirit. Adieu.” 
' There was little sleep that night. As 
I lay in my cot, courting slumber, I 
could catch the familiar squeaking 
noise of the fiddle coming from the 
fo’c’sle, as the crew passed the feverish 
hours before the impending action with 
a hornpipe or some popular ditty. Even 
the old gunboat seemed to bestir her- 
self long before dawn, for the hissing 
of steam and rattle of coal told me 
that the engineers were firing her for 
the eventful struegle with Arabi’s 
forts. At the first peep of day the 
‘Condor steamed off from her moorings, 
and followed the other vessels out of 
the harbor as they took up their sta- 
tions for bombarding. 

Our grand opportunity came at last. 
After assisting the Témérarie off the 
Boghas reef, which her chain was foul- 
ing, Lord Charles resolved to divert 
the fire of Fort Marabout, then an- 
noying the admiral’s ships, concen- 
trated on the bombarding Fort Mex, 
opposite which the British ships were 
anchored and were peppering away at 
the forts in good old Nelsonian fash- 
ion. The Condor steamed ahead. Our 
men stripped off their jackets. The 
decks were sanded, and the racers, or 
rails on which the guns run, were 
oiled. 

As we neared Fort Marabout, and 
its terraces and embrasurs bristling 
with Armstrong guns loomed out of 
the morning haze, not a man aboard 
but knew the peril of our audacity— 


est in Her Majesty's service, to dare to 
attack the second most powerful fort- 
ress in Alexandria—but the shout of en- 
thusiasm from the crew when the or- 
der was-given to “open fire!’’ readily 
showed their confidence in their be- 
loved leader. 

The guns, run out “all aport” blazed 
away. The smoke hung heavily about 
the decks. The flash of the cannonade 
lit up for a moment the faces of the 
men, already begrimed with powder, 
and steaming with exertion, for the 
morning was hot and sultry. The cap- 
tain from the bridge, with glass in 
hand watching anxiously the aim of 
her gunners, would shout from time to 
time: “What was that, my men?” 
“Sixteen hundred yards, sir.” “Then 
give them eighteen this time, and drop 
it in.”’—.“‘Aye, aye, sir.” 

Then a shout from the men in the 
mainmast told us on deck that the 
shot had made its mark. The little 
ship quaked again with her blast of 
guns. The men were now almost. black 
with powder, and continually dipped 


their heads in the sponge buckets to 
keep the grit from their eyes. One of 
our shots had fallen well within the 
enemy's works, another had taken 
@ yard of a scarp off—for a slight 
breeze had lifted the fog of smoke, and 
all on board could plainly see the 
enemy working in their embrasures. 
The Arab gunners now trained one of 
their Armstrong guns in our direction. 
Our engine bell sounded, and the Con- 
dor at once steaméd ahead. A puff of 
smoke from the fort, a dull boom, a 
rush of a shell through the air, and «& 
jet of water shot up far astern, fol- 
lowed by a shout from our men. The 
enemy had missed us. When the 
Arabs reloaded and brought to 

the Condor steamed back again, 

the shell. whistled across her bows. 

The enemy’s fire on the ships attack- 
ing Fort Mex silackened, and soon 
ceased altogether. Irritated by the 
constant fire of the little Condor, the 
Egyptian gunners now devoted their 
entire attention to us. They set about 
slewing their other Armstro in our 
direction. Their long black muzzles 
slowly turned their gaping mouths to- 
ward us. We looked at each other, 
then some of us looked at the cap- 
tain, for the situation was becoming 
critical.’ It is difficult to unnerve 
Beresford, whether his name be Bill 
or Charley. In an instant he decided, 
and gave the order for the Condor to 
run in closer; and we came within 
twelve hundred yards. We all saw in 
a moment the wisdom of the seeming 
audacity. We were well within their 
guard; though the Gyppies blazed at 
us, they could only practice: at our 
masts, they could not depress their 
guns sufficiently to hull us. 

We cheered again and again as their 
abortive attempts to get at us failed; 
for a shot below water-mark, with the 
lurch the Condor was already making 
with all her guns abroadside, would 
have sent her down into Davy Jones’s 
locker in less than ten minutes. 

The Egyptians, in their rage, opened 
fire with their smooth bores from the 
lower parapet. The round shot would 
whistle through our rigging, makin 
us lie low awhile, but we wo 
scramble to our feet again, dropping 
another 9-inch shell well within their 
works, scattering their gunners, and 
making things quite unpleasant for 
them. Only once did the enemy touch 
us, when a deep thud started the lit- 
tle ship trembling from stem to stern. 
The carpenter was ordered below. 
TWere was an anxious moment or two; 
when at last he returned, reporting 
the glad news that “all was well,” we 
had only been grazed. 

It was a scorching, thirsty time on 
deck. The particles of carbon from 
the powder floating in the air dried 
our throats till we almost choked. 
The captain’s steward was always 
ready to quench the thirst of the 
guests, Moberly Bell, the now fa- 
mous manager of the Times, and my- 
self, with cool drinks whenever wae 
found time between the shots to rush 
below; but just as the tumbler reached 
our lips the blast of the guns would 
almost shatter the glass against one’s 
teeth, and we would rush on ° deck 
to see how the shot had told. 

All the time the navigating lieu- 
tenant, with eyes fixed on the chart, 
was calmly moving the vessel up and 
down a narrow, tortuous passage 
which we could distinctly see, by peer- 
ing over the side of the vessel, for 
the reefs on either flank of the narrow 
channel glistened from out the blue 
black of the waters. 

After we had silenced two of the 
enemy’s guns, and were then oblli 
to retire for want of ammunition, ho 
the admiral in return signaled, ‘“Well 
done, Condor,” is now a matter of 
history. The episode of the Condor was 
one of the pleasantest I have ever 
taken part in. There was no blood or 
hurt about it—at least with us. Archi- 
bald Forbes, in one of his onsming 
lectures, refers to the early days o 
the Russo-Turkish campaign as a per« 
petual picnic, with a battle thrown in 
here and there for variety. This affair 
of ours was a little trip to sea, with 
just sufficient powder burnt to create 
an appetizing thirst, with a long drink 
thrown in now and again to quench it. 

After having for a short time cov- 
ered the landing party sent to spike 
the guns of Fort Mex, the Condor wad 
ordered to carry the admiral’s dis- 
patches to the Chiltern, the telgraph 
boat out at sea. 6 Poor Cameron came 
on board—the Standard special corre- 
spondent, who died with other heroes 
in the struggle for the relief of Gen. 
Gordon. 

Many Englishmen must remember 
those remarkable telegrams of his, giv- 
ing the exciting details of the bom- 
bardment, that from hour to hour wereé 
cried through the London streets in 
special editions of the Standard. But 
few knew under what trying circum- 
stances this brilliant coup in journal- 
ism was achieved. Directly we put toa 
sea the Condor, whether intoxicated 
with the excitement of battle or in- 
ebriated with her newly-acquired fame, 
behaved herself when outside the har- 
bor like a Channel packet-boat in 
choppy weather. . 

Poor Cameron suffered much through 
mal-de-mer. From the captain's 
cabin to the upper deck and the side 
of the vessel he was continually rush- 
ing to and fro, scribbling away at his 
telegrams in the intervals of his par- 
oxysms of seasickness. When we 
reached the Chiltern he staggered on 
board more dead than alive; but his 
dispatches had plenty of vitality in 
them, and formed one of the ablest 
pieces of work ever did for his journal 
and English readers. 

When we returned to Alexandria, the 
ironclads had finished their work of 
destruction. 

About 5 in the afternoon the fleet 
rallied on the rendezvous outside the 
reefs and passes. The famous historic 
city lay wreathed in smoke, and as 
the shades of night fell the glare of 
the burning harem of the Ras-el-tin 
Palace was apparently the only sign 
that the great God of War had that 
day sailed on Egyptian waters.

CRASH OF PLATE GLASS. 


SERIOUS ACCIDENT IN THE W. P. 
FULLER COMPANY'S STORE, 
Two Workmen Literally Buried Un- 
der Mase of Broken Glass 


Which Cut and Bruised Them. 
Heavy Property Lose. 


A peculiar, as well as serious, acci- 
dent occurred in the W. P. Fuller Com- 
pany’s glazing-house on North Los 
Angeles street, yesterday morning, re- 
sulting in the injury of two employés 
and the demolition of plate glass 
valued at several thousand dollars. 

The victims of the accident were 
Archie L. Reed and V. Ranzoni, both 
of whom sustained painful cuts and 
bruises by being caught under a mass 
of broken glass. | 

Four or five men were engaged in 
extracting several large plates of a 
required size from a rack of assorted 
plates, when the accident happened. 
The plates in store are arranged in 
slanting layers, and when a certain 
size at the bottom or in the interior 
of a bunch is wahted, those on top are 
raised to a perpendicular position and 
held there by two or more of the 
workmen while their assistants ex- 
tract the plate that is desired. 

Reed and Ranzoni were holding up 
a bunch of plates weighing probably 
a ton or more, yesterday morning, 
while other employés were removing 
a plate of a particular size wanted. In 
some inexplicable manner the mass of 
plates being held on edge by the two 
men named, lost its equilibrium. The 
weight was more than the men could 
support and the immense pile of glass 
began to topple toward them. Ran- 
zoni let go his hold and tried to escape 
as soon as he felt that the glass was 
going to fall, but the mass struck him 
just as he reached the end of the 
space between the racks, and his head 
was caught and pinned against’ the 
back of the neighboring rack by the 
mass of glass, which was broken into 
a thousand pieces. Reed, who was in 
the center of the space between the 
racks, did not realize his danger un- 
til it was too late to attempt to es- 
cape. He was struck by the falling 
mass and literally buried under a pile 
of broken glass. 

To extricate the men from their 
painful position was a perilous task. 
All the men in the store rushed to the 
rescue as soon as the crash occurred, 
and several of them had their hands 
cut in endeavoring to dig their un- 
fortunate fellows out. Ranzoni was 
released without much difficulty, but 
Reed was so completely buried that 
the wood work of the rack against 
which he was pinned had to be sawed 
tele before the rescuers could reach 

m. 

When eventually rescued, the  vic- 
the Receiving 
Hospital in the patrol wagon, where 
surgical attendance was rendered 
them. 

Reed, who is a young man and a 
grandson of the late Rev. D. Reed, 
D.D., for many years pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of this city, was 
found to have a shoulder crushed and 
divers cuts about the face. He nar- 
rowly misséd losing his left eye. The 
left temporal artery was cut and he 
bled profusely. His injuries, how- 
ever, are not such as to preclude his 
speedy recovery. He was removed to 
his home at No. 524 ‘South Figueroa 
street after having his wounds dressed 
at the Receiving Hospital. 

Ranzoni was removed to his home 
on Boyle Heights. He is a married 
man about 50 years old, and has been 
in the employ of the W. P. Fuller 
Company for a number of years. He 
was hurt about the head and is be- 
lieved to have had ligaments. torn 
loose in his chest. 

The rack of glass adjoining the one 
which the workmen let fall was de- 
molished, also, by the concussion. The 
damage is estimated at between $2000 
and $3000. Some of the larger pieces 
of broken glass can be saved by be- 
ing cut into smaller sizes, but most of 
the plates broken were shattered be- 
yond use or redemption.

John Dolan, while in a beastly state 
of intoxication, fell down on North 
Main street yesterday morning and 
cut an ugly gash in his chin. Stupe- 
fied by liquor and the blow, he was un- 
able to get up, so he lay in the rain 
until Special Officer Mugnemi came 
along and sent him to the Receiving 
Hospital. Dolan was nearly chilled to 
death and his pulse had almost ceased 
to beat when he was rescued.

JOBBERS TO FORM A _ PACIFIC 
COAST ORGANIZATION. 


Zocal Organization of Wholesalers 
tp Be Allied With Similar Bodies 
in Other Trade Centérs—Protec- 
tion and Advancement. 


The association formed by the whole- 
sale merchants of this city, the first 
meeting for which was held last Tues- 
day, is destined to fill a much wider 
field and to exercise a much. greater in- 
fluence upon the trade of this-part of 
the State and country than any of the 
members at first intended or even 
thought of. 

At the outset it ‘was the intention to 
merely form a combination of the job- 
bers of this part of the State, thé pur- 
pose being to act upon such’ questions 
of trade as would be of interest to, or 
which affected the business interests 
of the members generally, without ref- 
erence to any particular line of busi- 
ness. 

It was for the formation of such an 
association that the meeting of last 
Tuesday was held, and yesterday aft- 
ernoon a second meeting was heid, the 
purpose of which was to fully complete 
the organization. In addition to doing 
that the wholesalers decided not only 
to have the local organization as first 
intended, but to make it a part of a 
similar movement now on in San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Seattle. In each 
of these cities associations of jobbers 
are in existence. These are to be united 
into one great organization to be known 
as the Associated Jobbers of the Pa- 
cific Coast. The scope of such an: or- 


ganization is practically unlimited, and

remembered that in its membership will 
be included the wholesale dealers in 
every class of business on the Coast, 
representing many millions of capital. 

There will, of course, be the local 
organization, and that.has already been 
formed. Its organization was com- 
pleted yesterday before the other and 
larger association was mentioned. At: 
the former meeting of the local whole- 
salers.a committee was appointed to 
draft a constitution and bylaws. The 
meeting yesterday was called for the 
purpose of hearing the report of this 
committee. The meeting was held in 
the office of Secretary Rawson of the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, room 
89, in the Temple Block. It was at- 
tended by about thirty of the leading 
local wholesale merchants, men who 
dictate the business of tBe city in 
that they are the ones who supply the 
trade with almost every commodity in 
use by the public. Those present rep- 
resented almost every branch of busi- 
ness in the city. President J. Baruch 
of Haas, Baruch & Co. presided. The 
Committee on Constitution consisted of 
Messrs. R. L. Drake, M. H. Newmark, 
W. 8S. Porter, A. B. Cass and John 
Wigmore. The report of this .commit- 
tee was received ang after much dis- 
cussion, which resulted in some 
changes, it was adopted. This, with 
the appointment of the standing com- 
mittees, completed the local organiza- 

on. 
Then the matter of forming the larger 
and more important association was 
taken up. A delegation was present 
from San Francisco to urge upon the 
Los Angeles merchants the necessity 
for such a Coast association, and its 
scope and objects were discussed for 
more than two hours. The importance 
of such an organization was appre- 
ciated by the local jobbers and they 
entered heartily into the plan to com- 
bine the wholesale interests of the 
leading Coast cities in one or 
tion. 

ne uliar feature of the meeting 

ee th> determination of those present 
not to make any part of the proceed- 
ings public for the present. The rea- 
son stated for this was that the mem- 
bers had not fully determined upon 
their general line of action, and it was 
deemed best for the present to keep 
the doings of the association from the 
public. The meeting was of an execu- 
tive character and no one not a jobber 
was admitted. After the adjournment 
several of the members were asked 
what had been done and they replied 
that it was understood among the 
members that they were not to talk 
about the business of the meeting to 
any one. It was given out, however, 
that at the next meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee some member would 
be appointed whose duty it would be to 
prepare and make public such matters 
of news as the association desired to 
make public, but until then nothing 
would be announced. The names of 
the San Francisco delegation were not 
disclosed. It was also stated that the 
policy of the association would not be 
ready to announce before Monday, if 
then. 

One of the members, however, white 
he weull not state fully what was in- 
tended, made this statement: 

“There are constantly matters of im- 
portance to the business men of the 


city and particularly to the wholesale 


s which require attention from 
eo ae a class, because they affect the 
business interests of the community, 
and it has been thought best to form 
this association so that such matters 
ean be handled in such manner as will 
result in the greater benefit to those 
most interested. The necessity for such 
a local organization has long been 
felt, and several times propositions 
have been made for the formation of 
just such a body, but until now efforts 
in that direction have not been suc- 
cessful. The powers of such a local as- 
sociation would naturally be limited 
to whatever might affect this city or 
this part of the State, for the local 
organization proposes to invite the co- 
operation of the jobbers in the cities in 
the business territory contiguous to Los 
Angeles. It will doubtless be able to 
do much in that field. 

“The fact that there are constantly 
before us matters which are a menace 
to the trade interests of the whole Pa- 
cific Coast is well known to all job- 
bers, and if a lecal organization can 
be of benefit to its members, it is cer- 
tain that a combination of local asso- 
ciations into a coast association will 
but add to the power of each of the 
smaller organizations. The necessity 
for a formation of this coast associa 
tion has been as great as that of or- 
ganizing the wholesalers here, and it 
is with a view to helping each .other, 
and thereby helping ourselves, that it 
has been decided to form this new or- 
ganization, which will include Los An- 
geleos. San Francisco, Portland and 
Seattle as headquarters for branches 
cf the general organization. It is not 
the intention, however, to limit the 
membership to merchants doing busi- 
ness in the cities mentioned, but any 
genera! distributor of goods, any whole- 
saler, any person, firm or corporation 
which can be styled a jobber, will be 
admitted to membership. There are a 
number of reasons for the secrecy 
which has been agreed to, but that will 
continue only until we complete our or 
ganization. Then the public will know 
just what we are and what we intend 
to do. Our work will naturally be con 
fined to the more important matters of 
trade, for the organization will be ton 
large to consider the smaller matters 
which can well be looked after by the 
Several local bodies.”’ 

Another member, in response to a 
question as to what general subjects 
would receive the greater portion of 
the attention of the proposed genera! 
association at present, replied: “One 
important matter which all wholesal- 
ers on the coast have to do with, and in 
which they are all interested, is that 
of freight rates. It behooves us to see

that we are fairly treated by the rail- 
roads, and I think it certain that there 
will be established a department which 
will give its whole attention to this 
subject. Another matter, kindred in 
character, is that of securing transpor- 
tation facilities by rail and water. 
What will be of still greater importance 
will be that the association will doubt- 
less make an effort to secure informa- 
tion as to new markets upon which 
the jobbers may rely. The trade of this 
coast is going to be something im- 
mense before long; more immense than 
any of us ever dreamed of before our 
flag located in the Far East. There is a 
great need for reliable information as 
to these new markets, and if the as- 
sociation can secure such information, 
it will be of greatest’ importance to 
the jobbers. There are many other 
subjects which will be considered, but 
these are among the most important..” 

The association adjourned without 
fixing the date of its next meeting. 
President Baruch will call a meeting 
whenever the general committees are 
ready to report. 


MISSING MILEKMAN. 


Sudden Disappearance of Joe Crens<- 
inger Puzzles the Police.

WORLD'S W HE AT. The Echo Agri- 


cole estimates the world’s wheat crop 
at 2,439,080,000 bushels, against 2,720,- 
800,000 bushels in 1898. This, Says the 
American Grocer, should result in an- 
other good year for American bread- 
stuffs and keep the United States a 
creditor nation for several years to 
come. New markets are springing up 
in Africa and Asia, which promise 
to absorb American manufactures in 
steadily enlarging volume. 


VALENCIA RAISINS. According to 
the- London Grocer, the stock of old 
crop Valencia raisins in England is 
practically exhausted. This year's 
crop is estimated at 23,000 tons, against 
25,000 tons in 1898. The largest crop af 
the past twelve years was that of 1890, 
which reached 43,300 tons, and the 
smallest yield in any one year has been 
23,000 tons. 


EGG SITUATION. This market de- 
pends so much on the East for eggs 
that the Kansas City market sets the 
pace for ours. The Kansas City Packer 
shows how the market is in the East 
in the following: 3 
“The high price of eggs has been 
something of a surprise to people who 
have paid close attention to the great 
amount in the cold storage plants, and 
which will soon be on the market in 
great quantities. There is no doubt 
that the tendency is for a stiff price 
on fresh eggs and that storage stock 
will bring very good returns. 

“From ‘all sections of the country 
comes the report that eggs’ will be 
higher, and they are now much above 
the price of:last year. Gradually the 
price has crept up in Chicago until it is 
about 16 cents, which means that stor- 
age stock will be worth about 15 
cents, in which there is a good profit 
to those who placed them in the coolers. 
Commenting on this matter of the high 
price of eggs, the Monroe, Wis., Journal 

ys: 

-. ‘When the price of eggs reached the 

figure of 40 cen = per dozen last winter 
the prudent h« seholder tabooed om- 
lets and angel food and all such culi- 
nary articles which took a large num- 
ber of the ovoids for their construction, 
and the restaurants omitted them from 
the bill of fare, as they cost more than 
they could be sold for. 

“*The present winter promises to be 
worse in this respect than the last. 
Eggs are already on the rise and com- 
mand 15 cents now, when in previous 
years at this season they were easy 8 
or 10 cents. They will go higher, and 
that at once, and before the spring 
comes again it is probable they will 
be far above the mark set a year ago. 

“"The causes leading to the famine 
are many. The surplus stock usually 
on hand over and above the needs of 
the market has been exhausted and the 
supply is short at the same time from 
country sources. The hens are either 
on a strike for better pay or the 
drought and cold weather so prevalent 
at many periods during the summer 
has had a bad effect on them. At any 
rate eggs will be very much like money 
this winter.’ 

“Chicago depends largely on Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Indiana, lowa, Wis- 
consin and Illinois for its supply of 
fresh eggs, and when the Wisconsin 
papers continue to cry high prices, it 
looks as iff there was something in 
the rumor of the scarcity of fresh 
eggs. 

“The owners of eggs in cold storage 
feel very buoyant and say that they 
will make good money this year. There 
are some very wrong notions through- 
out the country in reference to the high 
price of eggs. Country editors jump 
at the conclusion that because the 
price is higher than last year, that 
there is a shortage in eggs; when in 
fact there are far more errs in storage 
this year than was ever known in the 
history of the country, and the high 
price is only because the consump- 
tion is so great. It is rather amusing 
to peruse the country papers in refer- 
ence to egg matters. This office has five 
other clippings, every one of them say- 
ing exactly the same thing as printed 
above, and neither of the five have any 
credit. One is*from the Clinton (lowa) 
Herald, the Savanah (I1l.) Journal, the 
Muscatine (Iowa) News-Tribune, the 
_Cedar Rapids (lowa) Gazette, and the 
Jamesville (Wis.) Record. It will be 
geen that these four papers have pub- 
lished exactly the same article which 
is taken from the Monroe (Wis.) Jour- 
nal of September 16, and it would look 
as though the. paper originated the 
statements. It is full of errors, but it 
gives us a specimen of what is printed 
about the alleged scarcity of eggs. 
There is little doubt that fresh eggs 
are scares; but storage stock is so good 
that, ordinarily, people can scarcely

WILL IT BURST THE TRUST? The 
Continental Paper Bag Company, 
which was incorporated some time ago 
under the laws of Maine with a capi- 
tal of $3,000,000, is about to commence 
the construction of a large factory at 
Rumford. Falls, Me. A portion of the 
plant will be ready for operation on 
January 1, says the Grocery World, 
and the plant when completed will 
nave a capacity of 10,000,000 bags per 
day. It will be equipped in the mosi 
modern manner. The Continental 
Paper Bag Company is not a con- 
solidation, but an entirely new enter- 
prise. A large part of its stock is 
owned by the International Paper 
Company, and several of its officers 
are also officers of the latter concern. 
Representatives of the Elsas Paper 
Company are interested, but that com- 
pany is not included. 


LOCAL PRODU-E MARKETS. 


LOS ANGELES MARKETS. 
Los Angeles, Oct. 13, 1899. 

Poultry is coming in slowly today, 
but-there is enough of nearly all 
kinds to meet the demand up to to- 
night, and the week will probably open 
quiet. Large’ turkeys are scarce and 
would sell promptly. 

Local eggs are very scarce. None 
sell below 28 cents and carefully se- 
lected bring 29 to 30 cents, the latter 
an extreme for special lines of trade 
and all the eggs must be large and 
white. 

There is some disposition to specu- 
late on the rain bringing an increase 
of eggs and butter. But it is well to 
consider that grass wil! grow slowly 
in these short days and cold nights, 
and what does grow will be nearly 
all water. 

Lard is generally 4% cent lower. 
The report from Ventura is to the 
effect that the rain has spoiled a 
large part of the small bean crop in 
the flelds. The market in beans is 
very firm, and the demand is increas- 
ing as the weather becomes cooler. 

A carload of walnuts went out from 
Palms on Wednesday. A car leaves 
this city today and one will leave 
Rivera on Monday. The rain has 
checked picking and will delay ship- 
ments. Almonds are very firm. 

The demand for lemons is not s80 
urgent but there are few ready to 
pick. The rain will greatly benefit the 
citrus-fruit crop in nearly all parts of 
the section. 

There are perhaps 200 cars of raisins 
being cured in this section, and many 
hundreds of cars in Fresno. The 


week's rain is likely to mildew a great 
many of them. 


STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade, which issues tomor- 
row, will say that industrial conditions could 
hardly be better. After months of such ex- 
traordinary buying that its continuance 
seemed impossible, even larger buying still 
crowds producing works in most lines, beyond 
their capacity. The iron furnaces are produc- 
ing 1000 tons weekly more than ever before, 
278,615 tons October 1, and yet the actual 
consumption in manufacture reduced unsold 
stocks in September by 27,380 tons, while the 
demand runs far ahead into next year for 
many products. After the great buying last 
week, Bessemer pig rises to $24 at Pittsburgh, 
with No. 1 anthracite at Philadelphia, No. 1 
local coke at Chicago, both quoted at $23.50, 
and buyers paying permiums for early de- 
liveries according to their needs. In some 
lines, however, production has so far gained 
that works are beginning to look for orders 
to cover next year. The demand for woolen 
goods is fairly large, and prices are weli-sus- 
tained, though not further advanced. In 
goods of the better grades there is some un- 
certainty. Sales of wool are smaller, only 
7,743,300 pounds for the week at the three 
markets without further advance. Silks are 
firm and linens tending upward with good de- 
mand. Wheat exports are still larger than 
from the great crop of last year, Atlantic 
flour included, having been 7,351,990 bushels 
in two weeks, against 6,116,689 — year, and 
Pacific 730,440 bushels, against 1,735,430 last 
year. The western receipts have been only 
14,515,892 bushels against 20,799,495 last year, 
but the course of prices is not calculated to 
encourage a big movement, for after starting 
at 75.37 cents and falling to 75 cents, the 
market closed at 75, with December options 
unchanged. The governr ent deferred any esti- 
mate of yield, and its figures are as well 
variousiy interpreted, but not influential. Fall- 
ures for the first week of October were $1,687,- 
06S in amount. manufacturing $387,914, and 
trading $408,599. Failures for the week have 
been 164 in the United States against 250 last 
year, and 27 in Canada against 25 last year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Bradstreet’s will say 
tomorrow, in its review of the New “York 
stock market, that the announcement of the 
treasury’s readiness to anticipate all its in- 
terest payments for the current fiscal year 
contributed, with small outside demands for 
funds and a decreased pressure for loans on 
the part of Wall street itself, to give the 
call money market an easy tone. The other 
Important development was, of course, the 
Transvaal government's ultimatum and the 
bringing of British and Boers to open war. 
The improvement in our own money market 
failed, however, to stimulate speculative ac- 
tivity or to support prices materially. ‘rhe 
market continued to be dull, devold of out- 
side participation and subject to professional 
manipulation for the bear account. In fact, 
as money became easier there seemed to be 
less strength and more aggressiveness on the 
part of the bears, leading on Thursday to 
_an increased downward tendency in prices, 
“followed on Friday by an increase of such 
pressure. There has been no particular evi- 
dence of liquidation and the excellent rail- 
road earnings, the disposition and ability ‘of 
the companies to advance rates, as well as 
the continued activity and prosperity in the 


steel, coal and other industries with which 
Wall street keeps in touch and on which 
some of its speculative material is based, 


produce a impression, but mainly as 
to the future of prices. For the ;resent, the 
money market outweighs all other considera- 
tions, and the speculative community is pos- 
sibly not as fully disposed to exaggerate the 
bad features of the financial situation as it 
seemed some weeks ago to ignore such dan- 
gers. Declining prices in the face of an im- 
provement in the tendencies of the New York 
loan market and an apparent growth of bear- 
ish feeling when London displayed a 
recovery in pfices and sense of relief that the 
uncertainty that the Transvaal situation had 
culminated, even if the outcome is war, cer- 
tainly seem anomalous. But the inability of 
our market to respond may be in a measure 
traced to a fact that unless the Transvaal 
war is quickly ended, grave disturbances in 
the speculative and financial markets abroad 
might after all ensue. While money is easier 
in London, it has not fallen to the point 
where gold can be taken for shipment to New 
York. In fact, the Bank of England will cer- 
tainly oppose such a movement now. Large 
interests here seem unwilling to take a bull- 
ish position in the market while money is 
liable to jump to 7@15 per cent., should the 
market develop any activity and when gold 
can neither be imported nor can the return 
flow of money taken from New York force 
crops moving and business purposes be yet 
discerned. The public is also impressed with 
the same ideas, and a large part of it is so 
fully and profitably employed with its own 
legitimate concerns that the outside participa- 
tion in the street is seriously curtailed there- 
¥. The market has therefore developed a 
growing disposition to wait until the prog- 
ress of the South African war affords some 
idea of its outcome and duration, and until 
the unlocking of money from the treasury or 
the receipts of gold from Europe and cur- 
rency from the interior checks the depletion 
of the New York bank reserves and ends the 
calling of loans which has been in progress ror 
some weeks past. This halt in the market 
and insensibility to the plentiful favorabie 
facts in the situation have naturally led to 
bearishness among ‘the traders and to manip- 
ulation designed to put prices down.

HOSPITAL ENTERPRISE. 


Meeting of Pasadena Medical Ae«- 
sociation—A New “Blind 
That Suddenly Opened Ite Eyes. 
Woodmen Receive Visitors from 
Los Angeles—Banquet. 


PASADENA, Oct. 13.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Pasadena Medical 
Association met this evening in the 
Kinney & Kendall building, with over 
twenty members present. Three new 
members were elected. Many interest- 
ing clinical cases were reported, in- 
cluding one of abnormally low temper- 
ature in Pasadena, where the tempera- 
ture of the patient went down to 95.

A lively interest was mani- 
fested in the work of founding the 
new hospital, and the Doctor’s Commit- 
tee reported that the citizens were 
pushing “it in good earnest. Nearly 
every doctor in the city has subscribed 
for one membership or more in the 
Hospital Association. The physicians 
will have nothing to do with the man- 
agement, though an advisory board 
of M.P.s probably will be appointed. 
The lidcation of the new hospital when 
built is a matter of some debate. One 
site suggested is in South Pasadena, 
opposite Rev. A. M. Merwin’s, just 
outside the city limits. All the doctors 
are glad that arrangements are to be 
made for the temporary use of the old 
hospital quarters. The association ad- 
journed to meet with Dr. McBride next 
Tuesday evening, when they will dis- 
cuss sewers, water supply and parks. 

The hospital board met today and 
adjourned till Monday, without trans- 
acting any business. A matron for the 
hospital has not yet been engaged.

‘SANTA MONICA. 


A LIVELY HALF-HOUR AT THE 
SOUTHERN PACIFIO WHARF, 


Southwest Gale Distarbs Shipping 
and Proves to He Too Much for 
Uncle Sollis’s Tug Collis—Some 
Dangerous Experiences. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 13.—[Regular 
Correspondence.} The severe south- 
wester which blew this morning was 
particularly unwelcome at the South- 
ern Pacific wharf at Port Los Angeles, 
where there was an uncommoply iarge 
lot of shipping gathered. The gale, 
which had blown moderately in the 
night, increased in violence during the 
morning hours, and by 10 o'clock had 
blown the choppy ocean into a rather 
heavy sea. Southwest is the most 
sensitive direction of exposure at Port 
Los Angeles, and that was the point 
of compass from which the storm 
came. The collier Mineola, Capt. 
David, with a cargo from British 
Columbia had arrived in the night and 
was lying on the north side of the 
wharf in the leé of the coal bunkers. 
She was made fast by plenty of lines 
and behaved very well. The British 
ship Clan Macpherson, Capt. Mac- 
donald, also lay in the lee of the coal 
bunkers, and made no great. dis- 
turbance. The small lumber steamers 
Alcatraz and South Coast lay on the 
windward side of the wharf, and the 
British ship, Arctic Stream, Capt. 
Lowen, was also moored on the south- 
erly side of the pier. The Alcatraz 
discharged a few ties, but the heaving 
of the steamer made the manipula- 
tion of the slingloads too difficult and 
the attempt was given up. The Alca- 
traz and the South Coast both steamed 
to moorings in the lee of the wharf. 
A small quantity of lumber was washed 
from the deck of the South Coast. 

Meantime Capt. Bowen of the Arctic 
Stream was away, having gone to Los 
Angeles early in the morning to search 
for some missing sailors. The force 
of the storm increased and the Arctic 
Stream, which is an iron vessel, swung 
heavily toward the wharf. She was 
made fast-by lines running from her 
starboard side to the further side of 
the wharf, and from her port side to 
buoys. She was supposed to lay with- 
out touching the pier, but an extra 
heavy lurch carried her where she 
knocked out a pile and scraped a 
eeery of railing from her forecastle 

ead. 

The Southern Pacific tug Collis made 
ready to tow the vessel out where she 
could anchor at a safe distance from 
the wharf. A hawser connecting the 
tug with the ship was made fast, and 
a number of hands stood by to cast off 
the ship’s mooring lines when the 
right time came. The tug headed in 
the teeth of the gale and tried to pull 
the ship from the pier. The task was 
too great for the available power, and 
the tug, after a heavy pull at the 
hawser, drifted backward a little. The 
hawser fouled on one of the mooring 
buoys and the tug’s propellor caught 
the hawser and got entangled with it. 
One of the propellor blades struck the 
buoy a sharp blow. 

That temporarily disabled the Collis. 
Capt. Carlson of the steamer Alcatraz 
was on the wharf. Jumping into a 
boat he put out to his steamer and 
brought her around to the tug’s assist- 
ance. With a knife attached to a pole 
the fouled hawser was cut from the 
propellor. That made the Collis loose, 
and the Alcatraz towed her to anchor- 
age at a safe distance from the pier. 
She was still lying there late this after- 
noon. Whether her propellor was dam- 
aged has not been learned. 

By the time the Collis had been 
towed to anchorage the rain had 
stopped and the wind had shifted to the 
westward, but was still blowing heav- 
ily. It was necessary under the 
changed conditions to tow the Arctic 
Stream to anchorage, and she is still 
moored by the wharf. e has not com- 
pleted discharging her cargo. In fact, 
with the exception above noted, none of 
the vessels attempted to discharge any 
cargo today. The sea was too rough. 

The steamer Corona, in command of 
Capt. Gielow, made a landing and 


afterward departed under difficulties 
today. When the Corona landed, the 


wind was blowing a heavy gale parallel 
with the line of the wharf. Twice the 
Corona, with the wind driving at her 
stern, made for the landing place and 
backed away again. The third time 
she moved toward the landing place 
the reverse gear and rudder were 
manipulated to a nicety, and the 
steamer was docked without further 
trouble. It was even more difficult get- 
ting away from the plier, but it was 
accomplished without accident. - 

Today is the second time that the tug 
Collis has failed in attempting to pull 
a vessel away from the southeasterly 
side of the wharf in the face of a 
southwester. The other vain effort was 
in March, 1896, at which time a vessel 
was, after a fashion, pulled to sea with 
the aid of a line drom the steamer 
Corona.

THAT “GAP”? RIGHT-OF-WAY AF- 
FAIR CLEARED UP AT LAST. 


Settlements Reached With All the 
Parties Who Stood Aloof and an 
Effort to Be Made to Hurry the 
Work—Coneett. 


SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 13.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] At last the right- 
of-way matter concerning the ‘‘gap” 
has been all cleared up. At the time 
of the settlement with the Hollister 
estate, some weeks ago, there were 
only two owners on the line with whom 
settlements had not then been reached. 
These were Barclay Hazard and Bruno 
Orella. 

The Hazard matter is now before the 
courts. The time of publication of no- 
tices of condemnation proceedings will 
expire on the 18th inst. A motion will 
at once be made by the company ask- 
ing possession. As soon as this is had 
work will be commenced. 

The’ Orella matter was closed this 
morning. Orella has been considering 
the company’s terms for five months. 
Both sides have made reasonable con- 
cessions. The transfer of about five 
miles of the right-of-way is entirely 
satisfactory to both parties. 

The consideration named is $1. The 
company -is to be allowed heavy fills 
across El Refugio and Corrall Cafions 
and gives crossings. A new county road 
with fences, bridges and easy grades is 
to be butit through the ranch by the 
company and to be turned over to 
the county as soon as finished. 

The stonemasons, under a local con- 
tractor named Davis, have just taken 
possession and work will be rushed at 
once. Graders’ tools will arrive as soon 
as possible and within a very few days 
work at the point will be under full 


swing. An effort will be made to hurry} 


the work and to keep it up so that this 
part of the line will be ready for track 
almost as soon as the rest.

CUIGNET’S RIDICULE. 


CHARGES AGAINST COL. SCHNET- 
DER CAUSE BLOODSHED. 


Former Military Attache of Austro- 
Hunghry at Paris Mys- 
teriously Wounded as a Reantit 
of Evidence tefore the Dreyfus 
Court-martial. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 13.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch from Paris says that 
a representative of the Instransigeant, 
M. Rochefort’s paper, asserts that 
while seeing a friend off on the Orient 
express last eveninc, he observed Col. 
Schneider, former military attaché of 
the Austro-Hungarian embassy 
Paris, being carried to the train ac- 
companied by physicians and with 
bloed flowing from a wound in his side. 

Col. Schneider said: “I recently re- 
turned from Switzerland to fight a 
duel with Capt. Cuignet on account of 
his evidence regarding me before the 
Rennes court-martial.”’ 

Capt. Cuignet, in the course of his 
evidence at Rennes, in the second trial 
of Dreyfus, referred to a dispatch of 
Col. Schneider, denouncing as a for- 
gery a letter purporting to have been 
written by him, in which he was rep- 
resented as alluding to efforts made 
by the German and italian military at- 
tachés to conceal their relations with 
Dreyfus. 

This allegation of forgery, Capt. 
Cuignet ridiculed, declaring that if 
Col. Schneider persisted in his attitude 
the French general staff was in 4 posi- 
tion to prove beyond dispute the au- 
thenticity of the letter which Schneide 
had repudiated. He then added: 

“The author of the letter is, I know, 
of very inferior position as compared 
with his friends (Schwarzhoppen and 
Penizzardi.) Perhaps he cannot do 
otherwise than deny this. But he must 
know that his letter is not the only 
one of his communications now in our 
possession.

MISSIONARY SOCIETY’S OFFICERS

Yesterday was the third and closing 
day of the eleventh annual meeting of 
the Pacific Branch of the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society.

The first vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs. O. F. Brown of Los Angeles, 
called the business meeting to order. 
The Committee on Publications re- 
ported that $95.30 had been expended 
during the last year for the tracts and 
pamphlets sent out by the branch. The 
Committee on the Revision of the By- 
laws reported through Mrs. Mary F. 
Woodcock of Monrovia. The changes 
proposed were mostly with reference to 
routine matters, and were all adopted. 
The most important amendment was 
one changing the time of the annual 
meeting to the Wednesday following 
the first Sunday in October. Mrs. H 
E. M. Pattee, Los Angeles, 
pointed to act as fraternal delegate to 
the annual convention.of the California 
Women's Christian Tempe Union 
at the meeting to be held in lego 
next April.

The resolutions presented by the 
committee through Mrs. Wardwell 
Couch, thank the dally press for the 
attention given to the meeting; the 
railways for courtesies extended, and 
the ladies of the University Auxillary 
for their entertainment. Mrs. Char- 
lotte O'Neal of Pasadena. Mrs. C. 
Kummer of San José and Mrs. D..C. 
Cook of Piru, are the delegates elected 
to represent the Pacific branch at 
the meeting of the national executive 
board of the Women’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, to be held in Cleveland, 
O., on the 2ist inst. These delegates 
are instructed to invite the national 
board to hold its next annual meeting 
in San Francisco. 

The visiting delegates who remain 
in the city over today will enjoy a ride 
about town. This will end what all 
unite in saying has been the most suc- 
cessful meeting ever held by the so- 
ciety.
